New Ramblers Feature 
Body Building Advances

DETROIT, Mich. — The 1963 
Ramblers announced recently 
by American Motors Corp. re- 
emphasize the compact leader's 
size and balance concept while 
utilizing new body building 
techniques to take on a fresh 
new appearance. 

The new Rambler Classic Six 
and Ambassador V-8, which 
went on sale Oct. 5, are lower 
in silhouette, look much bigger 
but are actually more than an 
inch shorter in over-all length 
than previous models. 

Coming on the heels of the 
best sales year in the company's 
history, Rambler's first major 
appearance change in several 
years is based on an advanced 
unit construction method that 
results in a stronger, safe body 
and greater precision and qual- 
ity in manufacturing. 

Other highlights of the '63 
Rambler include a seven-fold in- 
crease in use of galvanized steel 
for greater rust-resistance, step- 
down design with lower over-all 
height, curved side glass, new 
grille design, large wrap- 
around bumpers, new Twin- 
Stick floor shift transmission 
with overdrive, permanently 
lubricated transmissions alterna- 
tors, and many other improve- 
inents to further reduce main- 
tenance costs and service re- 
quirements. Continued features 
include Rambler's double-rafety 
^^brate ars tem & ceramic^armorgd 
■""^^ muffler and tailpipe. ~^ 

Thomas A. Coupe, sales vice- 
president, said the new Ramb- 
lers "reconfirm our confidence 
in the compact concept as the 
dominant single force in the 
automobile indust]7." 

"Despite advance predictions 
that there would be some new 
size race in 1963, with Rambler 
in it," Coupe said, "we believe 
in an optimum balance between 
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convenient over-all exterior size 
and full family roominess in- 
side, and balanced gasoline 
economy and modern perform- 
ance. . 

"We continue to be com- 
mitted also to styling stability 
and continuity, and to the 
avoidance of change merely for 
the sake of change. Our new 
look does not result simply from 
surface changes but from new 
bone and musicle underneath. 
Even th curved side glass which 
contributes importantly to 
Rambler's new luxury look has 
practical value in increased and 
reduced wind noise." 

Coupe said that "one of the 
by-products of our new unit 
body construction is increased 
wheelbase without increased 
over-all length." 
' "While wheelbase is not the 
design-controlling factor it once 
was in the automobile industry, 
the design that permitted us to 
move up' from 108 inches to 112 
offers definite advantages in 
roominess," he said. 

NEW APPEARANCE 

The '63 Ramblers are lower, 
slimmer and racier in appear- 
ance. Over-all height is reduced 
nearly three inches. A modified 
step-down floor panel permits 
the lower silhouette without loss 
of interior roominess, Coupe 
noted. 

The changes in basic body 
structure penaitted a,cem|riete 
change of sheet metal for a 
"contemporary, youthful look 
which is still distinctively 
Rambler," Coupe said. 

Crisp body lines are accented 
by slim front pillar and center 
posts and curved side glass, the 
first to be featured on a low- 
priced American car. Wide rear 
pillars slope forward to give 
stronger support to the slim 
roof line. Side window openings 



are framed in anodized alumi- 
num extrusions curved to ac- 
commodate the new side glass. 

Below the lower belt-line, new 
body sculpture adds to the gen- 
eral impr(;ssion of fleetn6ss and 
taut responsiveness. Tasteful 
body trim contributes to the 
look of cleanlined simplicity, 
the principal adornment being 
concave spears continuing from 
front to rear on the Classic and 
a modified version extending 
from headlights into the front 
door panels of the Ambassador 
which also has a wide molding 
on the lower side panels. 

From the fro^t, the new 
Rambler displays a distinctive 
concave grille with vertical 
grids setting off the Rambler 
name stamped in the center of 
the Classic grille. The Ambas- 
sador carries its own nameplate. 
The all-new grille is of one-piece 
aluminum construction with 
bright anodized finish for great- 
er corrosion resistance. 

Massive front and rear bump- 
ers of deep wrap-around design 
eliminate the need for bumper 
guards. Rectangular - shaped 
turn and parking light in front 
and the rear backup lights are 
integrated into the bumper de- 
sign in a recessed position. The 
front lights are amber colored 
for better identity in both day 
and night driving.

"As the most experienced 
American maker of unit con- 
struction cars, we were about 
18 years in advance of the in- 
dustry, which now uses the 
method widely," qoupe said) 
"The new development puts us

tions.. The finished body has 30 
per cent fewer parts, resulting 
in greater structural rigidity 
and quieter car operation. Over- 



all weight is reduced some 150 
pounds. 

In the building process, new 
one-piece outer unisides are 

welded to inner unisides to 
form a complete box structure 
around door openings and rock- 
er panels. The single stampings 
include floor pans and front & 
rear window openings which are 
stronger and permit better seal-

cess, the increased galvanized 
gives extended protection. 

The ceramic-armored muffler 
and tailpipe, guaranteed for 
life, have been improved by

Nansemond 
County, second 
and third high 
Individuals in 
the contest. 
The fourth 

Koistor Evans member of the 
team was Eff 
Embree, of Fairfax County, 
placing seventh in the contest. 
Other teams participating were 
Maryland, North Carolina, In- 
diana, South Carolina, West 
Virginia, and Pennsylvania. I 
think we should be very proud 
of our Virginia boys in taking 
this livestock judging contest 
with such stiff competition, 
from the best 4-H livestock 
judges from six other states. 

These boys will not move on 
to participation in contests at 
the Pennsylvania Exposition, 
Harrisonburg, Pa., tbe Eastern- 
National Livestock Judging Con- 
test, in Timonium, Maryland, 
and finally they will go to the 
International Livestock Exposi- 
tion in Chicago, lU. to compete 
for national honors. 

The Virginia 4-H Livestock 
judging team \fas selected from 
the district 4-H winners that 
competed in state* competition 
at State 4-H Short Course, held 
at Blacksburg this past June. 
Each member of the team is 
trained by his respecy^e Gounty 
Agent or assistant, and the en- 
tire team receives extensive 
training from the 4-H Club live- 
stock specialist from VPI. These 
boys should be given a lot of 
credit for the hard, and out- 
standing work that they are do- 
ing. In order to be qualified to 
compete in such stiff competi- 
tion, it is necessary for these 
boys to spend most of their 
afternoons after school, as well 
as just about every week-end, 
traveling all over the state, re- 
ceiving training and practice in 
4-H livestock judging.

AGENT TELLS OF 
MICHIGAN 4.H EXPERIENCE 

I am sure many folks here 
remember Miss Lois Erdman, 
who was Asst. H.D. Agent, in 
Princess Anne County, through 
April of this year. Miss Erdman 
transferred from the Virginia 
Agricultural Extension Service, 
to Kent County, Michigan, 
where she is serving in the 
capacity of 4-H Club Agent. 
Since her transferral, we have 
had close contact with Miss Erd- 
man as to how the 4-H progiam 
in Kent County is being operat- 
ed, a|id I have found it very in- 
teresting, as well as helpful. It 
seems that Kent County, like 
Princess Anne, is a thickly pop- 
ulated county, and much of the 
4-H Club work is done on an 
urban level. 

To give you some idea of what 
a thickly populated urban 4 ■ H 
program can grow in to. Miss 
Erdman tells us that during the 
summer months, there were 5 
sessions of 4-H Camp, for their 
particular county alone, with 
each camp having approximate- 
ly 75 campers. 

Lois also tells us of two big 
state events for 4-H members 
in Michigan. The first is Club 
week, which is for the older 4-H 
Club members, and is an educa- 
tional week centering around 
the career exploration field. 
The older youth plan the pro- 
gram with the assistance of 
their volunteer leaders. The 
second state event is a gigantic 
4-H fair, called State Show, Both 



'of thMe events are held at 
Michigan State University, 
which is the land grant college 
of Michigan. The State Show, 
apparently is similar to the 
Virginia State 4-H Short Course, 
however, Lois tell» us that their 
particular County delegation, 
consisted of about 75 4-H Club 
members. This is quite a con- 
trast to the 10 to 12 Princess 
Anne Members that attended 
the 4-H Short Course at Blacks- 
burg this past June as one of 
the largest delegations there, 

Lois also goes on to tell us 
about a county fair that Kent 
County holds each year, in 
which all 4-H members have an 
opportunity to show their 
achievements and project work 
for the year's program. She tells 
about some of the other kinds 
of 4-H Clubs that they have. 

COUNTY CLUBS TO SELECT 

CLUB PROJECT 

DURING COMING MONTHS 

Most of the Community 4-H 
Clubs in Princess Anne County 
meeting in the latter part of 
October, of November, will be 
concerned with election of new 
officers and selection of the 
Club project for the coming 
year. 

This year, a limited number 
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of club projects will be offered 
by the County Extension Serv- 
ice, in order that more thorough 
project instruction may be 
given. 

Usually, each community club 
will select one or more club 
projects to be carried out in a 
group effort by the entire club 
in order that major achieve- 
ment and recognition may be 
acquired for their respective 
clubs. 

The projects to be offered 
are selected by the 4-H Projects 
Committee, consisting of Adult 
volunteer leaders in Princess 
Anne County. These leaders 
have a thorough knowledge of 
the 4-H Club work, and of the 
projects that will be most de- 
sirsMe and will best fit the 
needs of the clubs in the county. 

Most of the community clubs 
in P.A. are now meeting regular- 
ly, and we, here at the Exten- 
sion Office, will be working 
very closely with the Club lead- 
ers, and I hope we will have an 
opportunity to attend one of the 
club meetings in the very near 
future.

HOMEMAKERS 




Once a household was consid- 
ered well supplied if it had a 
toaster and coffee maker. Today 
many of us are inclined to buy 
more small appliances than we 
really need, and then store 
them. If an appliance will be 
used frequently, if it saves time 
and energy, and if there is stor- 
age space for it, then we are 
justified in buying it. 

The primary changes in elec- 
trical appliances this year are in 
styling and finish. Curved lines 
are used for a modem effect, 
while beige and sandalwood are 
used to add chic to white. Some 
of the larger appliances are. re- 
styled to make them more com- 
pact, m^ they are being manu- 
factured in a greater range of 
sizes, adjusted to both large and 
small families. 

A noticeable trend is the num- 
ber of appliances not used in 
the kitchen. They range from 
bottle warmers to hair dryers, 
foot massagers, and electric 
tooth brushes. These are avail- 
able both with cord and cord- 
less, and the industry does not 
know which sells better because 
both have been on the market 
such a short time. It predicts, 
however, that sales will come 
close to the one million mark 
in 1962. 

Hair dryers have become pop- 
ular since they have been made 
readily adjustable to round curl- 
ers and to head size. Tempera- 
ture controls are easily set, and 
many have a small opening for a 
quick check on drying. 

If you are planning to pur- 
chase an appliance, visit a de- 
partment or appliance store -and 
make a study of the item in 
which you are interested. Be 
sure you get the one that fits 
your needs, that will b used, 
that will not require extra wir- 
ing, and that will be easy to care 
for. 



Of the many ways of keeping 
food, drying is among the old- 
est. You might think that after 
all these thousands of years, we 
know our food drying pretty 
well. 

Yet, there are several new 
food drying processes on the 
horizon. If successful, they may 
make tremendous differences in 
the way we eat and in the cost 
of what we eat. Food magazines, 
especially those directed toward 
processors, are full ot these new 
processes. So, let's set what 
some of them are and how they 
may affect us. 

Two of these drying methods 
combine with another keeping 
method, freezing. One is dehy- 
drofreezing. In dehydrofreezing, 
fruits and vegetables are dried 
to about half their original 
weight. Then they are frozen & 
marketed in frozen form. Quali- 
ty-wise, they're equal to conven- 
tional frozen foods. 
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The second new drying-freez- 
ing combination is freeze-drying. 
In this case the procedure is 
reversed. F6ods first are frozen 
and then dehydrated or dried 
under vacuum. These products, 
when packed in moisture-proof 
containers, may be stored at 
room temperature for a long 
period of time. 

Three other frying methods 
under heat are vacuum-puff 
drying, essence-recovery dehy- 
dration, and foam-mat drying. In 
vacuum-puff drying, a fruit con- 
centrate is spread on a tray or 
belt and dehydrated at a low 
temperature under vacuum. As 
it dries, the concentrate puffs 
or expands many folds. The 
open, porous structure that re- 
sults gives excellent reconstitu- 
tion. 

Essence-recovery dehydration 
is a heat drying process useful 
with fruit juices that are not 
highly heat sensitive. During the 
process, flavors coming off the 
product are captured and re- 
turned to the solids after the 
drying is completed. 

In foam-mat drying, fruit or 
vegetable juices are whipped 
into a foam. This foam is spread 
on trays or mats and dried in 
a stream of hot air. 

Some of these methods are 
being used for commercial foods, 
especially dehydro-freezing for 
the institutional market. The 
othera are still largely in the ex- 
perimental stage or used on 
limited quantities and foods. 
They do, however, have great 
potential for greatly affecting 
our eating. 

For one thing, most of them 
give us high quality, easily stor- 
ed foods. Except for dehydro- 
frozeh foods, no refrigeration is 
needed. Secondly, since they're 
dried, they weigh less and they 
take up less space. It is quite 
conceivable that their costs may 
be lower than for conventional 
foods, since transportation and 
handling costs should be less.

Nuclear Plant 
Is Dedicated 



The Carolinas Vir^nia Nu- 
clear Power Associatei, Inc., 
dedicated its prototype nuclear 
power plant at Parr, S.C, on 
Oct. 24 with the governors of 
Virginia and the two Carohnas 
as guest speakers. National, 
state, local, Atomic Energy 
Commission and member com- 
pany officials and the press will 
be invited guests. 

Gov. Ernest F. (Frita) Hollings 
of South Carolina was host to 
Gov. Terry Sanford of North 
Carolina and Gov. Albertis Har- 
rison of Virginia for the dedica- 
tion ceremony. Dr. Bobert E. 
Wilson, a member of the U.S. 
Atomic Energy Commission, 
also was a guest. 

This nuclear electric generat- 
ing plant is the only one of its 
type in the United States and 
the first in the Southeast. Caro- 
lina Power & Light, Duke Pow- 
er, South Carolina Electric and 
Gas and Virginia Electric and 
Power companies joined to form 
the association and built the 
plant for experimental and in- 
structional purposes. 

It was built at Parr on the 
Broad River on land leased 
from the South Carolina Electric 
& Gas Company because weath- 
er, atmospheric and geographic ■■ 
conditions combined to make it ' 
an ideal site, 

The Plant is a prototype de- 
veloped as part of the industry's 
continuing research program 
which is expected to lead to 
atomic electric plants of greater 
efficiency and much larger 
capacity in the years to come. 
Power produced at the Parr 
reactor will be fed into South 
Carolina Electric & Gas trans- 
mission lines and those of its^ 
interconnections. 

Parr is the only known place 
in the world which has facilities 
for producing electric power by 
water, coal-fired and nuclear^ 
generating plants at the same* 
location. 

It thus affords a model exhlUit 
of the development of electric 
generation from the beginning 
to the present time. Science and 
engineering classes and other 
interested groups are invited to 
schedule field trips to the new 
atomic plant.

WEEKLY TOPIC: 

NEW IDEAS AS A 

SOURCE OF PROFIT 

Change, of the right kind, can 
be a very desirable and healthy 
innovation in almost any busi- 
ness. It often leads to higher 
profits. Perhaps you have 
thought of changes in YOUR 
organization. Perhaps you have 
asked yourselfc how to approach 
this problem. 

Plan before yoit plunge. Plan- 
ning will save you from errors 
that may cost you c^umers; 
and, on the positive side, well- 
planned innovations may boost 
your profits. To help you plan, 
you might explore the sources 
this atricle mentions. Consider 
them not as a source of ready- 
made innovation ideas, but 
rather as thought-provokers in 
the realm of positive change. 

"Innovations Pay Off." This 
is a statement you might well 
hear from many a successful 
businessman and consultant. 
"Look," they might tell you, 
"how well the idea of drive-in 
banking has paid off. And it 
looks as though the charge 
credit system is turning from 
an innovation into an establish- 
ed business-consumer mechan- 
ism." 

Profit from Progress. You 
yourself could undoubtedly add 
to the number of innovations 
you may have observed in your 
own areas. For example, there is* 
the sandwich place along a cer- 
tain highway which offers sand- 
wiches baked from' specially 
prepared bread (the store owner 
keeps the ingredients secret) 
which is UNIQUE. There is the 
New England gas station opera- 
tor who riiakes friends and en- 
courages his business by run- 
ning a "taxi service" from his 
community to the nearest rail- 
road station, whenever some- 
one's car is stalled or when ^ 
customer doesn't wanl^to leave 
his car at the station. 

There are, of course, ideas 
that have become innovations 
on a broad scale. For instance, 
the telephone companies now 
offer a new attraction: A light, 
located near the dial, that goes 
on when you pick up the re- 
ceiver. Some ties now come 
equipi^d with a series of but- 
tonholes on the narrow end so 
that you can button up your tie 
to keep it from flopping. 

These are relatively recent 
innovations. Of course, all of us 
are familiar with the shopping 
carts in supermarkets; not too 
many years a^ they ««re a 
pretty revolutionary innovation, 
as were (moi% recently) hard- 
cover cigarette packages and re- 
close-able ceral box flaps. 
WHY INNOVATK)NS? 

Look at nearly any successful 
bu^ness. including your own, 
and you can easily s^ several 
cau!»s of its success: Strong and 
effective leadership, sufficient 
working capital, good staff 
morale, good personnel mana^- 
ment, the right- "pro<hict mix." 
!Eut this liat iMves out at least 



one important and significant 
point: change. 

Looking ahead. By 'change' 
is not meant the natural altera- 
tions which in time any organi- 
zation must undergo if it is not 
to perish. But, rather, 'change' 
in this context means the delib- 
erate introduction of innova- 
tions by the firm's management. 
Let me suggest some examples 
of such deliberate innovations: 

1) A retail store owner sends 
potential customers (selected 
from the telephone book or ob 
tained through mailing list 
hou^s) a series of postcards 
with a caricature of himself 
The caption reads: "I like your 
company — you may like mine." 

2) A small wholesale firm 
owner orders an inexpensive 
booklet which describes his or- 
ganization,' products, workers, 
methods. His salesmen distri- 
bute copies to customers and 
potential customers. 

3) A small service firm opera- 
tor provides his repair crew 
with business cards featuring 
the individual repairman's name 
prominently, and proclaiming 
the oganization's name in small- 
er size type. In this way the 
customer is made to feel that 
the repairman has a more per- 
sonal interest in him. 

Clearly, it is not suggested 
that you should concentrate 
your innovation efforts in the 
public relations - advertising 
fields. It is suggested, however, 
that you should pay some at- 
tention to the need to innovate. 
Failure to do so can result In a 
firm's falling behind its com- 
petitors, or even failing wit- 
right.

COCONUT MILK 

To make 1 cup, combine in a 
nucepan IVi caps flaked coco- 
nut and 1% cups milk (on 1 
cup packaged grated coconut 
and 1 cup milk). Simmer over 
low heat, stirring occasionally 
until mixture foams, about 2 
minutes. Cool slightly and 
strain, pressing out as much of 
the creamy coconut pulp as 
poi»ible. 

Wise's Encyclopedia of Cook- 
ery says, "Curry is a condiment 
compounded from about 16 
spicy ingredients. It may occur 
as a powder or a paste. The 
pulp of the tamarind pod is the 
usual paste, and tumerie is the 
most common bdse for curry 
powder. To these bases such 
spices as ginger, coriander, 
caraway, and cayenne pepper 
are added in varying propor- 
tions. Curry is so generally em- 
ployed in Eastern Cookery that 
is often referred to as "the salt 
of the Orient." 

In India curry condiments 
are prepared daily from fresh 
ingredients. It is necessary to 
substitute dry powder for the 
fresh ingredients in domestic 
curry, and this impedes the 
preservation of piquant tangs. 

Consequently, no American 
curry preparations seem to satis- 
fy the critical judge. Most of 
the compounds used here are 
imported from England, but the 
critical gourmet will swe^r that 
curry can't be *inade outside of 
India. 

A dash of curry will add the 
Oriented touch to chicken. 
Shrimp, rice and veal dishes. 
Curry dishes, complete with 
condiments and rice are both 
nourishing and filling, so little 
need accompany them on the 
menu. Indians drink Darjeeling 
tea with them. A fruit or ice 
cream dessert will complete the 
meal. Curry dishes are interna- 
tional favorites. 

I'm .sure you're wondering 
about "Darjeeling "Tea"— so am 
1. 1 did find that Darjeeling is a 
town in N.E. India, in Bengal, a 
mountain resort. My conclusion 
is, Darjeeling Tea is a special 
tea coming from the town in 
India.

SWEET POTATO DEMONSTRA- 
TION TO CHANGE PICTURE 

The Sweet Potato Producers 
of Princess Anne County had an 
opportunity about two weeks 
ago to view and study a remark- 
able sweet potato variety trial, 
conducted by Melvin Williams, 
at Pleasant Ridge. This demon- 
stration consisted of sizeable 
acreage of four new varieties in 
comparison with the standard 
Porto Rico 109 variety. 

The variety with the highest 
yield was V2158, with a yield 
per acre of No. 1 potatoes of 
430 bushels. According to my 
eye judgement, this variety 
would be about 3rd in quality. 

The second highest yield in 
variety was Centennial, a variety 
developed by Louisiana state. 
This variety yielded 418 No. I's 
per acre. TTie quality of this po- 
tato was probably second of the 
five. 

Third highest yield was Gold 
Rush, with 370 bushels of No. 
I's per acre, and was number 
one in quality. 

Fourth in yield, and fifth in 
quality was the Porto Rico 109 
%iriety, with yield of 320 bush- 
els per acre. 

In each of these varieties, 
there were considerable num- 
bers of Number 2 potatoes, 



which were not calculated on a 
bushel per acre basis. Some fast 
head calculation shows the 2158 
and Centennial varieties with 
total yields of over 700 bushels 
per acre. 

In summary, I believe there 
are three new varieties that we 
sho\ild pay very close attention 
to. These varieties will help us 
compete with our neighboring 
sweet potato producing states, 
and will also provide a higher 
quality sweet potatq for our 
consumer. These three varieties 
which I feel should deserve im- 
mediate attention by all of our 
sweet potato growers are: Cen- 
tennial, V2158, and the Gold 
Rush Potato. These seem to 
have the quality and yielding 
ability that we will be looking 
for in the future.

WHAT CAN YOU AFFORD 
TO PAY FOR A BULL 

The other day I was talking 
to a couple of our beef cattle- 
men in Princess Anne County 
about buying bulls, and the 
question came up, "What can a 
cattleman afford to pay for a 
good bull?" A good rule of 
thumb is 10% of the value of 
the cow herd. Bulls on some 



farms may be worth $1,000, but 
on others they may not earn 
half this much. It depends on 
how well the calves are man- 
aged and marketed. 

If calves have enough to eat 
to gain to the limit of their in- 
heirted ability, they will pay 
for a high price bull. If they 
can only make average growth 
because of grazing ^oomsedge, 
briars, thornbrush, and guUeys, 
there is little use to buy a high 
price bull. 

But, when pastures are im- 
proved and fertilized, rations 
balanced, calves dehorned, cas- 
trated, and vaccinated, and sold 
graded in feeder sales — the bull 



must be first rate, too. 

Bulls need 50% more feed 
than cows and they should be 
wintered by themselves until 
breeding time. They should be 
fed legume hay and silage to 
replace the weight lost during 
breeding season. Three to five 
pounds of grain per day for a 
couple of months would be ad- 
visable. 

Bulls should gain IM: pounds 
per day when properly fed and 
when not' being used for breed- 
ing. Oats is a favorite grain for 
bulls because of the minerals, 
vitamins, and bulk it adds to the 
ration. Corn and barley can be 
used, but with more care.

Mrs. Bliley Outlines Cancer 
Prevention Study Project 



VIRGINIA BEACH — The 
Executive Committee of the 
Princess Anne Unit, American 
Cancer Society met on Thurs- 
day, November 1, to formulate 
plans for the coming year. 

At this meeting, Mrs. Leo 
Bliley, chairman, announced 
that the Cancer Prevention 
study, the world's largest cancer 
study with human beings as 
subjects, including 1228 resi- 
dents of Princess Anne and Vir- 
ginia Beach has entered its 3rd 
year. 

Mrs. Bliley praised volunteer 
re^archers who have helped to 
collect the data upon which the 
American Cancer Society's huge 
survey is based. The six-year 
research project involving 
1,078,000 persons throughout 
the U.S. is aimed at identifsria^ 
environmental and other factors 
related to the development of 
can^r. 

Atthough agnificaiit findingg 



for the entire study will require 
several years, preliminary re- 
sults have already been ob- 
tained by processing some of 
the information acquired by 
questionnaires. 

Mrs. Bliley said, "The 70 
volunteer resaarchers from 
this area who have worked to 
make this study a success da- 
serve the gratitude of all 
Americans. "Hiair part in this 
mammoth project has been a 
vital one and when the results 
are known we will all reaf.ize 
to what great extent we are 
in their debt." 
"The society will continue to 
analyze some preliminary data 
from the study as time goes 
on," Mrs. BUley said. "The high- 
est percentage that can be 
maintained in checking the fate 
of every subject participating 
will have much to do with the 
eventual success of this v«i- 
tur«." 



Kiwanians Hear of State's Medical System 



VIRGINIA BEACH

F. Rose, deputy chief medical 
examiner for the Tidewater Di- 
vision of the State Department 
of Health, spoke to the Virginia 
Beach Kiwanis Club last week 
on the coroner system and its 
evolution into the Medical Ex- 
aminer Eystem of the Common- 
wealth of Virginia. .J% 

Prior to 1946 Virginia ha<m 
Coroner System, he said. The 
Coroner System originated in 
England about the 10th Century 
and was brought to this country 
with the system of laws taken 
from England. The Coroner was 
originally appointed by the king 
and his duty was to protect and 
collect revenue for the crown. 
He also investigated felonies 
and suicides, was the assayer of 
all weights and measures, keep- 
er of pleas of the crown, in- 
vestigated treasure troves, 
wrecks at sea, sturgeons and 
whales. 

"With the pasang centuries 



the sheriff took over many of 
the Coroners functions until we 
find that the Coroners were 

largely confined to the deter- 
mination of the cause and man- 
ner of deaths under certain cir- 
cumstances," Rose said. "But 
the Coroners duties included 
both legal and medical determi- 
nations and one would suppose 
that only the most learned and 
erudite man would be chosen 
to hold this position. Such was 
not always the case. But the 
Coroner was not given power to 
investigate deaths of public in- 
terest such as contagious di- 
seases or industrial injuries or 
diseases." 

In 1946 Virginia instituted the 
Medical Examiner System re- 
placing the Coroner System. 
The Medical Examiner is a prac- 
ticing physician who in addition 
to his usual duties is appointed 
by the State upon the recom- 
mendation of the local Medical 
SocMty. The Medical Examiner 



is a physician with special in- 
terest or training in the field 
and investigates all deaths un- 
attended by a physician or oc- 
curring under violent, suspicious 
or unusual conditions. Doctors 
Robertson and Dickinson of Vir- 
ginia Beach and Dr. Hancock of 
Creeds are the Medical Examin- 
ers for Virginia Beach and Prin- 
cess Anne County. 

The procedure followed under 
the Medical Examiner System is 
that the physician-Medical Ex- 
aminer investigates and makes 
inquiry into the circumstances, 
all deaths within his jurisdic- 
tion. The Medical Examiner has 
a complete knowledge of medi- 
cine and in addition, is familiar 
with non-medical techniques 
such as trace evidence or 
"clues." Trace evidence includes 
flecks of paint, particles of 
clothing and soil as well as a 
knowledge of weapons and 
their effects upon the human 
body. 



Virginia possesses the most 
advanced mechanism for inves- 
tigating deaths subject to pub- 
lic inquiry that has been de- 
vised. The State has guaranteed 
to every citizen his right to 
have the most up-to-date medi- 
cal techniques brought to bear 
on his behalf in the event that 
his death is subject to investiga- 
tion by the Medical Examiners.

APPUE DESSERTS 

Apple desserts need never be 
tiring because there are so 
many ways to pre^re them. 
With B plentlftil supply of 
apples, tjiey can be used often 
for flavorful baked desserts. 

A baked apple dessert with 
special appeal for children calls 
for filling cored apples before 
baking with crushed pineapple. 
Then after the apples have bfeen 
baked, top them with marsh- 
mallows and return to the oven 
for a few minutes beifore serv- 
ing.

butter until mixture is granular 
in texture, then stir in % cup 
grated sharp cheese.

i chuckle every time 1 hear 
this joke, but, aj the same tim«^ 
I cannot help beUeving there is 
a lot of truth in it. In much of 
our economic life, it isn't th« 
work that is so hanJ, it is the 
decisions. 

For example, grocery shop- 
ping takes time and energy. Yet, 
is this really so hard to take? 
We say it is, but the more I talk 
with food shoi^rs and the 
more I watch them, the more I 
am convinced we really rather 
like the outing. It gives us a 
chance to get out for a while. 

I really think we rather en- 
joy going grocery shopping. 
What gets us down is the de- 
cisions we have to make as we 
do it. 

Just stop and begin to figure 
up how many decisions just one 
grocery shopping trip takes. 
You'll see just why the decision- 
making is so hard. 

You start with a decision on 
what store to shop in this time. 
This is an easy one to make, 
isn't it? Yet,, you consider such 
things as how much time you 
have, if you have the car, how 
many things you want, what 
kind of things ydu want, and 
how much cash you have on 
hand (do they cash checks, do 
they give credit, etc.). These are 
just a few things that will affect 
this one simple decision on 
where to shop. 

After you get in the store, 
decisions come fast and furious. 
How many different items do 
you usually buy during a shop- 
ping trip. For most of us, 25 
to 30 items is a fairly long 
shopping list. You have to pick 
25 to 30 items frdm cases, and 
counters, and shelves that hold 
7,000 to 8,000 different items. 

This is even more dramatic 
if we narrow it down to just 
one departmerit, meat. You 
might end up with 8' to 10 dif- 
ferent meat items, including 
sandwich and sausage meats. 
However, you probably have to 
choose from among at least 150 
different items. You have de- 
cided on poultry, beef, lamb, 
veal or pork. You have decided 
between fresh and cured. You 
have decided between the pro- 
cssed items like sandwich meats 
and the red meats. You have de- 
cided whether to take a pre- 
packaged cut or have the butch- 
er cut another one. You have 
made all these and many other 
decisions. 

It isn't easy to make all these 
decisions. As you figure how 
many you do make in a day, 
week, or month, one thing is 
evident. It isn't surprising you 
make so many decisions that

The Shish Kebab is an adapta- 
tion of one of the most primitive 
methods of cooking. The pieces 
of m«8t were threatled on 
swords and then coolced over 
open fii^es. And, according to its 
Near Eastern heritage, Shish 
Kebab is always made with 
lamb. 

Lamb is hearty and substan- 
tial, delicious and different, with 
a delicate flavor all its own. 
Vour best guide for tender lamb 
and greatest eating enjoyment 
is to select a well-known pack- 
er's brand. Martha Logan, 
famous home economist, sug- 
gests cutting meaty chunks for 
Shish Kebab from the leg of 
lamb or shoulder. One and a 
half to 2-inch cubes cut from 
the leg are ideal for kel»ibs. 
The wise homemaker might also 
plan on 2 meals from the whole 
leg, cutting cubes from the 
shank end and roasting the butt 
end. 

To allow full penetration of 
the piquant marinade the cubes 
of lamb are refrigerated in the 
vinegar sauce overnight. Be- 
fore threading the meat . the 
skewers can be run through a 
piece of suet for easy removal of 
the meat after cooking. The 
skewers are threaded with the 
cubes of lamb allowing space 
between the cul^s for thorough 
cooking. As the cubes are 
broiled more of the piquant 
sauce is brushed over the meat. 
The vegetables ^o on the ends 
of the skewers for a fina^rfew 
minutes of broiling. And, there 
you have it, a meal on a skewer. 



1 hay leaf 
10 whole cloves 
Mushroom caps 
Tomato Wedges 
Green peppar squares 

Combine vinegar, salad oil, 
salt, pepper, Worcestershire 
sauce, onion, bay leaf, and 
cloves. Pour the marinade mrer 
cubes of lamb. CbiU tor at least 
6 to 8 hours or overnight in the 
refrigerator. Remove lamb 
cubes from the marinade. 
Thread cubes onto skewers leav- 
ing space for thorough cooking. 
The vegetables will be placed 
on the ends of the skewer later. 
Drop green pepper squares into 
boiling water for 2 minutes. 
Place skewers on a broiler pan 
S inches froip the heat source. 
Broil 10 to 12 minutes, turning 
once. Thread the vegetables on 
the same skewers alternating 
the mushrooms, totoiatoes and 
green peppers. Baste vegetables 
with the marinade. BroU 2 to 
3 minutes.

Much less work is 
now need to get benefits: For 
example, if you are a man who 
will reach 65 this year or a wom- 
an who will reach 62, you need 
only 2% years of work under 
social security to get benefits: 
this little work, in spite of the 
fact that 1962 is the 26th year 
that work has counted toward 
social security benefits. Men 
who reached 65 and women who 
reached 62 before this year 
need even less work. If you have 
been previously told you have 
not worked long enough, check 
with your social security office 
again — ^you may be pleasantly 
surprised to find that you qual- 
ify under the new law. 

Men as well as women may 
now receive benefits at 62 in- 
stead of 65. So if you have re- 
tired and are 62, check with 
your social security office. You 
may receive a lower amount 
than you would if you waited 
until 65, but in the long run 
yeu may possibly receive just 
as much money as if you waited 
until 65. The people at Uie 
social security office will be 
glad to discuss your particular 
case and figure out the amount 
at the different ages. The choice 
is then up to you.

NORFOLK ~ WTAR Radio's 
Atlantic GQ-F|trol took to the 
air via hell^pter starting Sat- 
urday, October 27th, reporting 
road and traffic conditions, 
with pilot Wallace Carter and 
WTAR Radio newsman Mike 
Schaefer aboard. 

Beginning Monday, October 
29th, Tidewater audiences re- 
ceived complete dafly r(»d and 
traffic conditions between 7:M 
and 9:00 A.M. ai^ 4:00 and 
6:00 P.M. The Atlantic Refining 
Company which Sponso» the 
Atltinticopter has selected this 
area of Virginia as the Number 

2 location in America to fly the 
Atlantic Go-Patrol. The first city 
to use this traffic reporter was 
Philadelphia, the home of the 
Atlantic Refining Company. 

While the use of a helicopter 
seems to otter simplicity of re- 
porting, the job becomes quite 
complicated. For instance, while 
flying at minimum allowable 
altitude, the observer notes an 
accident on a main thorough- 
fare. He will not only pin-point 
the location of the road block- 
age but will also suggest alter- 
nate routes naming streets and 
avenues motorists n^ay take to 
detour the congested roadway. 
Therefore, the reporter must 
familiarize himself with one- 
way and dead-end Greets in 
Norfolk and also in Portsmouth, 
Newport News, and Hampton, 
and the county areas surround- 
ing these metro hubs. He will 
be in voice contact with the 
WTAR Go-Patrol producer in a 
communication center at the 
WTAR Boush Street studios. 

In addition to the pilot and 
WTAR reporter, representa- 
tives of the police departments

Press Secretary tells 
how he maljies music as 
important in his children s 
lives as Little League baseball

^ipreciate the musk piayed by Benny Goodman 
and Louis Amvrtrmig or, in a miMre modem vein, 
Dave Brubeck. Hiey will find they ^t more out 
(^ jazz if diey have a solid foundation in dasucal 
music. Modem c(mtra{mntiy[ jazz is a direct 
throwback to Bach and Vivaldi, and enjoying tlM 
former can be greatly enhanced thnnigh an under- 
standii^ of the latter. 

Now I would lUce to personalize aU this l^ tell- 
ing you what I am ddng to bring music into my 
own children's lives. 

I consider them rrther normal children. They 
like to play Little Leagm baseball, and we have a 
tough time getting them to do their hcMnewoilc; 
they even, alas, like some of the worO of the cur- 
rent teen-age smig hits. But in a kind of hxppy co- 
operative program we are giving tlwm a founda- 
ticm in good music by making musk fun. 

Two OF my chOdren play the piano-Hoot wed, 
but they enjoy it. My youngest boy plays the 
violin, and diows some talent. Wlwn I oaaub home 
frmn work in the evening, we {day good music on 
our record player. During dinner, we sometimes 
have contests, and the kids try to figure out in 
which period a piew of musk was written, who 
wrote it and, in exceptional cases, the actual name 
of the OMnpoutiMi. It's a fine game, and they*re 
all makmg pn^ress. We try to make cmicert- 
going a family project, and when my ymingest 
son, Stephen, plays in a musical competition, we 
all try to get there to hear hhn and give him some 
moral support. When muskaan friends ol mine 
c(Hne to town, we invite tl^m over for suf^r and 
let the children sit in on the conversation. You 
cannot spend three or four hours listening to 
Isaac Stem talk about music, culture in general, 
and the great meds di our country in these fields, 
without a little bit ruUnng off on you. We all 
watch Leonard Bernstein conduct the New York 
Philhamtonk on tdeviuon. 

Hiis is taking good music, not in enormous 
d(»es, but in quantities that most young peojde 
can. respond to. And I think the children vrill be 
the better for it. 

For musk is a omunon thread that mns through 
lives all over the worid. In a time of terrible strife, 
it can help to cut across the barriers that divide 
us. It is universal and it is unifying. 

One need only read the reports of the Eastman 
Rochester Orchestra after its recent tour of the 
Sovkt Union. Hiey were wildly received, every- 
where diey went. And the bask reason was the 
exceltence of their musk. When I was in Moscow, 
the young American pianist Byron Janis pla^ a 
concert and was ca|bd back for 31 curtain caDs! 

So let aU (^ us — ^young and (rid — try to make 
musk a more important part of our lives — not 
just to prove that we 1^ "cultured," but because 
we will enjoy it. It will mean son^thing to us. It 
will iMing us happiness. It wUl haag us peace. 
And it will \km% us a greater understaixling of 
the artktk tks that Hml all men together.

EVERY Saturday moimng 14- 
year-dd Babs Benson, her 
younger sisters Unda and Diane, 
and 18 of tlMir friends gather at the 
Benson tunne in suburban Atlanta 
for a meeting ctf the Sandy S{»ings 
P<Miy Qub. After talking for a 
while about the proper care (tf their 
horses and equipment, the 21 ^Is 
go for a trail ride. S(nnetiii»s tlteyll 
go on an all-day jHcnic trip to die 
Chattahoochee River, niiw miles 
away. When they're hungiy, the 
pony dub riders stop at a Sandy 
brings soda shop. Tying their 
horses is no probtem; Sandy Springs 
has so many riders titese days many 
stores have built oM-fashioned 
hitehing posts in front. 

Tlte Bensons, who bought their 
first horse fiw yean ago and now 
have four, are one ol the growing 
nwnbers of subuitan families who 
keq) horses in a back-yard bam or 
a converted garage. Thirty years 
ago, only a relatively few peo|^ 
could afford the c(»ts of maintain- 
ing a stable, grooms, and horses. 
But siix:e W(M-ld War II, many 
thousands of suburbanites have dis- 
covered that a back-yard acre or 
two is {denty of nxmi for a horse, 
and a gara^ makes a fine stable. 
As for grooms — ^well, in this do-it- 
yourself age, everyone's a groom. 
One equine expert. Dr. M. E. 
Ensminger, chairman of the depart- 
ment ctf animal science at Washing- 
tcm ^te Univenity in Pullman, 
estimates that about 288,000 sub- 
urban families own 433,000 horses, 
an average of 1.5 horses per fam- 
ily. Dr. Ensminger figures the num- 
ber of pleasure horsu in the U.S. 
is now about 1.300,000—300,000 
more than 10 years ago. The boom 
in riding is bringii^ joy to saddb 
and Mdle salesmen, too.

You may evm find thcM ace 
some tax advantages to being an 
equine enthuaart. Hie Baisons, 
for example, buy all their feed and 
suf^Ues under die name <A '3alidi 
faffk," thus savmg Gec»gia's 3% 
sal« tax, which is tai levied (» 
agricultural equipment or supi^Ues. 
But in most states a horse is ctm- 
udered personal property and thus 
will add a few dcdlars to your local 
property-tax bill. 

PROSPECTIVE horse owners 
should also be sure to chedc aiqr 
local ordinances that may interfere 
with keq>ing a horse in thdir yard. 
In AkrtHi, f(^ exanqde, barbed-wire 
fences are ^U^ in the city or 
neigliboring towns, so horse ownMS 
must use wooden fences. In the At- 
lanta area, bams must be buflt at 
least 200 feet frrai a fwoperty Ime 
— but a garage is not c(Misidered a 
bam. In most U Oiicago's northern 
niburbs, village ordinances forbid 
owners keqniig horses within the 
villages. Most hinse owners living 
in the villages ^ong Lake Mkhigan 
keep their horses at one ol the 
area's five large stables. Northwest- 
em Stai^ in Morton Grove, toe 
example, boards horses for 46 
local families. 

"A lot ol pcofk in this area 
have duee or four horses here," 
says James Bemhard, a foreman 
at Lake Forest's Onwentsiji StaUes. 

Many California communities 
also have antihorse ordinames. 
Several communities in the Los 
Angeles area, such as Fltntridget 
near Pasadena, have recendy passed 
such laws. A new Santa Cruz ordi- 



nance says horses {nesmtly housed 
in yards amy stay, but residents 
may not acquire additional hotn^t^ 
And bams and Oakks mtbm 
Santa Oruz may continue to be 
used, but they (an*t be expamled. 
It's a good idea. If you're plan- 
ii^ to buy a lx)rse, to 'ask the 
iwi^ibors if they'd mind. Many of 
die CaUfomia antihorse ordinances 
are being pasted because residents 
<rf)jected to an occasional ndgjb or 
a few garden flowers being nibUed 
by a nei^bor's hcnrse. One result 
<k these new laws is that **many 
people who mUly love horses and 
have been foced with the new ordi- 
nances, are moving farther out in 
the country where their neighbors 
wont object," says Mrs. Hermann 
Friedlaender, a Skiquel, Callfomia, 
horsewoman and a r^^nal mptt- 
visor of U.S. Pony Oubs. 

FMi A TEEN-AGEK, owning a rid- 
ing bxxx can be esptciBliy fun. 
Some 5^000 sutnirban teeuragers 
are members of 104 Pony Qubs 
across the country. TIm dubs, be- 
sides sponsoring trafl rides, teach 
youngsters how to ride and care 
tot their horses and equii»nait In 
some communities, such organiza- 
tions as the YMCA sponsor riding 
dosses. Odier groups, »ich as 4-H 
clubs, hold shows and cmtests. 
Later on, after you and your 
steed have beccme good compan- 
ions, you may want to try tome ol 
the more exotic equine activities: 
polo, foiapiag, or Ua. hunting. 
When that time arrives, youll 
probaUiy wonder how you ever goi 
along without a horse!

If your gardener is a beginner, youll hardly do better 
than to ^ve him any of the basic rake-hoe-q>ade-trowel 
assortments, choosing durable and well-made on^ such as 
those sdd under the trade name ci Speediim. Any gsadener 
would welcome a scuJBte hoe— -wmietinies called a Dutch 
or En^h hoe — ^which has a squared blade set parallel to 
the ground and diarpened (m the front and back edges so 
that it cuts weeds as it is pushed back and forth just below 
the soil surface. 

Possibly the most versatile and indispensable of garden 
tods is the spreader, used to sow lawn seed and distribute 
fertilizers and granuhir weed-and-inaei^-killer mixes. One 
of the best is made by Scott's. 

Power mowers of dtfaer reel or rotary type, either gasoline 
or electric powered, are a real boon. There are many sizes 
and mal»s rangii^ from some small caouj^ to be used in 
a back yard to riding types for estate-sized lawns. If he 
already has a mowwr, consider i»esenting a kwn sweeper 
of the sort made by Parker. It wQl whisk off lawn dippmgs, 
leaves, and other light debris. 

A lawn ed^r for trimmii^ beside iralks am! driveways 
enables the gardener to omit haixl trimming. Ottcraft Prod- 
ucts Co. makes a reel-type edger whkh is hand-operated 
(no power) that is both inexpensive and effective. Also, 
consider a lawn sprinkler nidi as the Sherman Traveler 
which will wind up on its own hose, qvinkliog any pattern 
you may select. Smaller sprinklers make good gifts, too. 

Powered garden {riows are also useftil for those mth 
large enough gardens to warrant their use, and many makes 
of varying sizes are available. Ftx those with hedges or 
evergreens that need trimming, an ekctrk dipper is a god- 
send. It may also be used to cut down perennials in the f^, 
for trimming coarse weeds, and for dii^ing under fences 
where lawn mowers will not go. Pruning tools of aU sorts 
are always welcmne. For pruning twigs in treetops and to 
thin out and mnove branches before they cause trouble, 
there is nothing to equal the long-handled pole primer. 

For tlKMc who start seeds indoon or Who to(A house 
plants, the Jack Pot is an excellent gift. These are pressed 
peat pots and oiten are available m s^ with plastic trays 
in which the pots fit so that the seedlings can be set into 
diem in soil. Pot and all are planted oatdoon and the roots 
soon penetrate the peat to reach the soil and start growing. 
And of course there are the seed offers, or you can make v^ 
your own seed-packet gift 

And last, a gardener of our acquaintance some yean 
after her marriage besought her husband to stq) giving her 
expensive lacy underthmgs for CSuistmas and mitead get 
her our favorite pieaent: a load of manure! She said it 
would not only make ha Christmas merry but would assure 
hoc a profitiMe gardenii^ year.

best seller, " TTie Agony and the Ecstasy," his 
wife, as usual, was his editor, business manager, typist, and researcher 



YOU Start out on your oam, it takes two to make 
one good careo'. I doaH befieve in two caveors in 
one fiuaily. I don't see eaoogli of it wrarking out — not two 
first-rate careen. 

My first eagerness to hctp my husband did not spnag 
bom qpedal truniqg in Uteratttie and tlie arts but fitom die 
deare that he should have mote time for famUy lif^ for 
the childien, and ior rdaiation 

We live a kind of ^ack and white exirtoioe. Between 
books we travd and do no woric When we are home, we 
are conpietefy at home. We go out very litUe and woric 
very hard. 

My husband is the hardest virorking man I ever met He 
drives himself harder than any outside boss ever wo^d. Hie 
most imptMTtant thing in his life is the bode. He is not real- 
ly interested in articles or ^rt stories — just the book. 

The book has always come first in our househdd. First 
he fits himself into the routine. Then I have to fit in, then 
the children — but first, last, and alvrays, the book. 

Whm my dauglMn was little, die was poofused that her 
dad(fy worked at home ndiile otl^ fathers went to an office. 
Ife idso worked every day in the week and evenings, too. 

"You know, M(»uny, I wish Daddy was a butcher. 
Then he vraold take Sundays off." 

I realized then that we vMNild have to make some cmn- 
piomises, so we b^an by takiog half oi Sunday off, dien 
aO of Sunday. We would read quietly biU also twNild do 
somethii^ with the ddldren. 

When two peofk in a housdioid are wofking, and so 
modi of Aifierica has that situaticm now, they are fortunate 
if bodi can be working and both can be free at the same 
time, as we are. 

My husband's bocAa are {riuned years in advance. So 
two years before he started w(^ on The Agony and the 
Ecoasy,** I enrolled in Italian courses at the University <A 
Calif<»iiia. Then vi^ien we went to Italy, I was able to hire 
a staff, gd die researchers who woidd h^ us, kicate a 
house, and get it orpnized. 
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Our first ^Mrtment in Fkxeaoe was so beratifaL tt had 
die moat fantastic view of die dty. I lupt tbinUn^ after 
we had leased it, how covU I be so lucky? How conkl it 
bediatnoooe has wasted dds kiv^ vputaaaati The next 
day I learned why. There was fittk water pcesnre in the 
biddii«. Wtfer could not quite make it to the fifth floor. 
We had a lovely view of die Doono and die Baptiitiy, but 
we lugged vinoer for two moodis before we moved to the 
1^ surrounding Floreaoe. 

Keqiing home in our vila in FIcsole was a fesi joy 
because it came cooq40|dy stitfed. The cook and die gen- 
eral maid caDed hmdK "the government of die bouse.** 
She ran everything so that I vms able to be at the Univer- 
nty of Fkxenoe at ei^ o'dodc in die nxwiiii^ and to woric 
an day and all evning. 

We also had many, many guests who were stuctying in 
all parts of Italy. "The government of die house" never 
cared what our gue^ came or vriien they left or bow many 
cstra there were for dinner. 

We had been used to eadng vridi die cfaOdien at six. 
Now vrith Paula back at die Univenity of Cafifcmia and 
Kennedi at school in Switaeriand, we ooukl work ri|^ on 
throu^ to seven or e^ or i^ie. 

IF WB HAD a Inlf-Jiour free, we raold mdk ovor to die 
piazza, sit down «id watefa die traffic go by. We did not 
need formal dates in order to see people. The Italians five 
in die streets. Livii^ at home widun your foor waOs yon 
lend to foig^ how nice it ti to see peqple paning. 

Americans diink dot all of die Italians wouM Uke to 
come to die United Static or all of dte Italians would like 
to have a tdevisioo ad. It simply isn't so. ^ 

My ne^ibors (fid not waiA a tv sd of didr own. Nor 
did tfiey want to at ni a rocan and langli l^ dmnsdves. 
They wanted to go down to the little oonm cafe vriiere 
they could buy one ct^ee for SO lire. B^^ on die wall was 
a tv. and aD the dufars were turned that vngr. They wouki 
^ wdi thdr ndghbon and the pmaag traffic, and iSbey

would dl laugli together. It was fun. They 
did not want to be dosed within their own 
walls with tfarir own tv. 

The Italian women do not like to stay 
home at aH They do their chores, get 
dressed in their inqieocaUe suits and their 
white gloves, and go out eariy. They do 
Aeir marketii^ and little boys deliver the 
flowers and vegetables and meat they buy. 
Then they go and window shop. Or they 
mder dresses that take endless, mdless fit- 
tings. Or they sit in the cafes and watch the 
human traflBc. The causes, the movemmts 
which we American women are so endlessly

roRUNO ON nvmc's biographical 
novel of MtcheUngelo was very ex- 
citing.

A few suburbs are wUling to Join 
their cities... more are fighting 
to keep their independence

IN MANY metropditan areas ol the United States, annexft- 
tioo tt oooe more a biming issue. 

We're going to take yon in! cry the big-dQr expaimonists. 

We're gnng to fence you in! retc»ts defiant suburbia. 

To Gty HaU, desperately seeking resources to meet 
mounting demands for municipal services and tormented by 
the knowledge that mote and more <rf the daytime users of 
these services are paying taxes elsewhere, annexation pnmi- 
ises to add more taxpayers and more sco^ for the area-wide 
{banning which is ctmsidered crucial for the city's future. 

To Mr. and Mrs. Homebody, bappSfy established with 
the little Homebodies in their suburban split-level with its 
rectangle d grassland, the idea of annexation — recapture 
by the big-city "machine" — loofns as a peril to their chosen 
way of life and to the future of their children. 

So, m the legislative chambers of state capitols and 
around the fringes oi eiqrioding cities, the annexation battle 
is mi — ^with results of interesting variety. 

Cmisider, for extunj^e, the case <rf Brown Deer, Wisc<Mi- 
sin, a village wluch was originally part of the town of 
Granville, on the northern outskirts of Milwaukee. Mil- 
waukee city idannen are ardent advocates of the expanding 
city. They believe in taking time by the forelock,, for which 
purpose they have established a fraj;ikly named city De- 
partmoit of Annexaticm. The 20 square miles of Granville 
town were high on the department's shopping list in 19S4. 
But a group of embattled Homebodies in one section of 
die town filed an incoipwation petition as the Village of 
Brown Deer. An incorporated village, under Wisconsin 
law, can't be annexed with<Mit the consent of its citizens. 
There was a hassle in the courts. Brown Deer wcm, and 
stands proud and inviolate on the fnmtier oi the metropolis. 
Not satisfied with this victory, however, Brown Deer in- 
corporators filed annexatimi papers in their turn, covering 
the rest oi Granville. This time they came out on the short 
end — the courts said the city had priority. 

This liwly affair — made livelier by the [Mtch of feeling 
aroused anumg those omcenttd — ilhutrates the ^ngor with 
whwh some city planners seek to prevent havmg the expan- 
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axm fd their dty cut off by suburban inoocporatkMU. It abo 
iUttstrates a new technique develqped by the ndHiibs, litacb 
mij^t be calkd defouive incoipcmitkm: not just incorpon^- 
ing your own home area, but antidpating its future growth 
t^ feocii^ the dty oS. bom the laml next door. 

Many fniioosly fought dectkxBS to decide annexatirai 
proposals have tikea place; the result has oitea depended 
on the skin widi winch the campaign was conducted. 

IN NASHVILLE, a "metrqxditan government" prq)osal for 
the dty of Nashville aixl Davidson county lost in 1958 
through fdlure to woriE the grass roots. The uitis, who were 
short of funds, held their fire till the last week before elec- 
tion and thra did a concentrated job in the county areas 
with slopns: "Do you want a $6 tax rate?"— "Do yon 
want to see your hooie sold for taxes?" — ^^ve your free- 
dom!"— "Don't vote for BIG GOVERNMENT!" The out- 
side "No" vote beat a 62% "Yes" vote in the dty. But 
in 1961 the dty of NasfaviUe suoceeded in annexmg some 
23 square miles of reluctant subuiban territory, arousing 
considerable anti^cmian. The ctuckens came hmne to roost 
in 1962, when the proposal for a metropolitan govern- 
ment to includie Nashville and the rest of Davidson 
C(Muty was revived. The Mayor of Nashville, who had 
supported "Metro" in 1958, opposed the 1962 jMOpodtion 
(presumably satisfied with the 1961 annexation), but the 
stiU-otttra^ vc^rs of the annexed areas turned out to get 
even with His Honor reganfless, and voted "Yes." In the 
county areas the siq^rters of "Metro" were far better 
organized than in 1958, with a well-managed sptaktn* 
bureau and a zealous women's division 1,500 strcmg. 
The proposal wcm this time bodi in tiie dty and county 
areas — one more illustration (A the value of thorou^ 
iveparation. 

Coerd(m — t<x instance, unng dty-owned water rights as 
a dub — ^was once used, though later abandoned, by Los 
Angeles. Milwaukee and Columbus, (%io, have been ac- 
cused of similar practices in more recoit times. In Lima, 
Ohk>, refusal oi an exteioioo of the. dty's sewer system

hcmt purchasers had to sign, v 

This device, die <^ Kdidtor npotts 
happily, has bron^ abmrt four annexa- 
tions in two yean, widi two others paid- 
ing— the first extenskms of the city's bound- 
aries in 30 years. 

New legislative ^ipioacfaes are also in 
the wind, ^ned by the urgmt time- 
pressure for some aolutioii of the manifold 
problems of the "exploding city,** several 
states have beoi examining devices by 
which final dedsioii might be lodged with 
an impartial ageaqr o^MUe of ^x^ng the 
need (rf urban r^toos as a' wMt. 

Pioneering in tfus directioo is die Vir- 
ginia Plan, viiidi hat been in operatiai in 
that state since 1902. The basis of the plan 
'is a legal separatkn d cities and counties, 
with recognttioD that urban territory should 
be under dty government, rural territory 
"under county government. Virginia hdds 
that annexation is a legal, not a political 
question, and that die correct way to ap- 
proach H is tfaroqgh jodidal process. 

A Vir]^nia city may pcqxMe the annex- 
ation of adjacent county toritoiy by ordi- 
nuK«. The proposal dien comet before an 
ann^tion court of duee judge»-one 
fnMi ibc dnmt court of die county con- 
cerned, the odier two from remote counties 
of die state. Any imerested party— die 
city, die county, individual landowner*— 
may be repreanitBd k die proceedings. 
1^ court exploret tbe quesdoa dioroughly. 
Is the propoaed amiexatioa in die best in- 
tereste of aB coocenied? Are die proposed 



terms fair? And are fair provisions made 
for the future improvement of the annexed 
territory? K annexation is ordered, the 
court remains in existence for five years 
and may be reconvened by any pnrty to 
die <»iginal trial or by aiqr SO freehdders 
of the annexed area, to review and enfwce 
the established terms and conditions. 

In 1959, the Minnesota l^jslature swept 
away a whde tanked mass of legblation 
on die siAject (there were 33 diflferait 
means by which municipal boundaries 
might be adjusted) and established a five^ 
monber Municipal Commission wkh three 
permanent members appointed by the gov- 
emcH* and two tempmary members for eadi 
hearing — the local disttict judge and the 
chairman of the board of County Commis- 
sioners. The CommissiMi has the power to 
rule on annexation and omsdidation [»o- 
posals, and annexationa under its authority 
have commenced. Its powers were widened 
by the l^dature in 1961. 

OTHER STATES — ^Indiana, Iowa, <%Ia- 
homa — have tried to give didr cttiet 
a breathing speD by forbidding new inocv- 
porations m zonn from three to five mikt 
in width around the limits of larger cities. 
In Arizona, Idaho, Ndnaska, and North 
Candina, new incorporations within stated 
distances of tmy o^ier existing incorporated 
municipality are restricted. Such provi»(»s, 
oi cmirse, diminish to some extent the aM- 
ity of niburban landownos to resist annex- 
ation by "defensive** incorporation. 

In all this, some dty planners and met- 
ropolitan-area experts see a trend toward 
compulsory annexation under the ausfMces

Some suburiiB may have 
rettion for anxiety, but 
hardly for despair. In the 
first place, the weight (rf 
suburban rq>resentation in 
many state legislatures is 
going to be substantially 
increased by the effect oi 
the recent Supreme Court 
decision su|^M>rtmg a more 
equitable a|qx>rtk>nffient of 
seats. Suburban populatwn 
is growing — on avaage — 
much faster than either the 
population of the central 
cities or oi rural areas: fair 
apportionment is bound to 
give subiurban interests a 
better hearing. 

The real problem is how 
fast-growing urban popu- 
latkma— JR the centrd cit- 
ies and in the suburbs — 
can be su|^>lied quiddy 
enough with the municipal 
services and seciuity i^ich 
they must have. POed on 
top of ttiis is the problem 
of transportation, of which 
both the citin and the sub- 
urbs become more con- 
scknis daily. 

To MEET these needs and 
solve these proMeaa s 
there will have to be expert, 
intelligent planning, readi- 
ing far into the future and 
covering entire metropoli- 
tan areas.

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CIVIL DEFENSE IS YOUR BUSINESS-HERE'S HOW TO SURVIVE 



What To Do If You Are 
Outdoors In Fallout 



Cleanliness would be ^nir de- 
fense if you were caught fai a 
rain cA fallout. 

Removing your outer gar- 
ments, getting inside shelter, and 
washing your iiair and skin Would 
stop the exposure to radiaition. 

You would not be radioactive 
from the past exposure, any 
more than a chwt X-ray makes 
you radioactive. 

If could be very tragic if people 
did not understand this fact, and 
denied entrance to the sh^r to 
a member of the feimily or a 
friend because he had been ex- 
posed. 

He should take off his contami- 
nate outer clothing while still 
outside tiie shelter, then run in- 
side, tmsing the clothes aside. 

His shoes could be sticky with 
fallout, and should be discarded, 
too. Or he could walk ino tibe 
shelter, stepping ontb a news- 
paper, take off tfie shoes and put 
them and the newspaper outside. 
Fallout brought in by shoes could 
be swept out, much as a mc^her 
sweeps out the dirt brought in by 
a ditld's muddy shoes. 

You would be wise to provide 
some do6r mat outside the shel- 
ter, or an outer covering for 
#ioes, to use whenever you weii 
in and out of the sheker for food 
or other supplies. Otherwise you 
mi|^ track fallout into even the 



mosit expeiisive didter. 

Ncjct, the p^son shCHild wash 
carefully his face, hamis, hair, or 
any areas of his body which had 
been exposed to fallout. Continue 
the washing until the radiation 
meter sho^s he is clean. 

Washing Fallout from hair can 
be difficult, especially for wo- 
men. If you are outsicfe and fall- 
out is raining down, cover your 
h^d with a hat a scarf, paper or 
anything which will collect the 
fallout. Discard the head a)\^ring 
jiist as you enter the shelter. 

Water us«l to wash away fall- 
out sh(Mild be thrown out of the 
shelter. 

The early follout carries two 
kinds of dangerous radiation. 

One is known as beta rays, 
which consist of energized elec- 
trons. These are soft rays, "and 
are stopped by such a thin bar- 
rier as two or three thicknesses 
of paper. But if beta rays strike 
the skin directly, they can cause 
serious bums. Hence dust radiat- 
ing beta rays must be washed off. 

The most serious radiation is 
gamma rays, or hard X-rays 
which can travel 200 yards 
through the tiir, and also go 
through solid materials. This ra- 
diation must be avoided by all 
means, and fallout du^ removed 
from the body as quictdy as pos- 
sible.

Water 
Problems 

In your shelter you need water, 
and a means of judging whether 
your tap water has become con^ 
taminated by fallout. 

You should plan a minimum of 
five gallons of bottled water per 
person usii^ Ae shelter, and go 
easy at the outset until you know 
whether you have enough or 
should ration it for a long stay. 

You may new! water to mix 
with prepared or powdered food, 
milk, or coffee. Water used that 
way, will of course combat thinst. 
' If you have rooAi, store extra 
water in case some bottles or 
jugs are broken. Water tightly 
scaled in bottles will stay fresh, 
with no, bacterial contamination, 
fat a IcHig time. 

You may need extra water to 
wash hands, face or hair exposed 
to fallout 

Some bottled water could be 
left just outsde the entrance to a 
small shellffr, but within easy 
reach. Cover it with paper w 
plastic film to catch any fallout. 
Simply toss away the covering 
before bringing the jug inside. 

X-rays from fallout would not 
harm the water inside 



What To Do 
About Autos 

Your car could of could not be 
safe to use following radiation. 

Was the car in a closed ga- 
rage? If not, fallout dust could 
still lie on it, and the car should 
be washed clean. 

Were the windows open so fall- 
out dust might have seeped in? 
The interior might have to be 
swept or vacuumed. 

And it's a good idea to keep a 
short shovel or spade in the car 
trunk. If, as you were driving in 
the open, itoe radio bwought warn- 
ing of the approach of another 
ram of fallout, you could dig a 
foxhole fw safety, and perhaps 
even drive the car over the top 
as a shielding roof.

Early Fallout Is 
Most Dangerous 

Following a nuclear attack the 
air would be contaminated by 
radioactive fallout only to the 
extent that it cwitained fallout 
particles. 

The most dangerous fallout 
particles — early fall6ut — would 
reach the earth in the first day 
after the detonation, but their 
mere passage thrwjgh the air 
would not contaminate the air. 

Fallout particles in harm- 
ful amounts would not be pre- 
sent in basement family shel- 
ters. People in underground fam- 
ily sh|elters could keep fallout 
particles out of their shelters by 
having a simple hood over the 
air-intake pipe. 

Special filters are not needed 
for small shelters. However, 
group shelters that have high- 
velociiy air-intake fans wtnild 
have to have filters on the air- 
intake system to keep fallout 
particles out. 

The most dangerous fallout — 
early fallout — would consist of 
radioactive particles that are re- 
latively large and heavy — about 
the size of table salt or fine sand. 

The chances are you could see 
the. particles although you could 
not detect the radation from the 
particles without the use of a 
special instrument. 

Following a nuclear attack, 
most radioactive elements in fall- 
out would decay rapidly, losing 
most of their power to harm. 
However for some time there- 
after the hazard could continue 
to restrict normal activities in 
Some parts of the country. 

A few elements, such as stron- 
tium 90, cesium 137, and carbon 
14, are long-lived and could 
harm humans in some waj^s, 
such as by being absortied by 
food plants. However, the long- 
term damaging effects of such 
exposure are not yet known in 
great detail. 



Last-Minute Improvised 
Measures Increase Safety 

In the nuclear age, nobody can the basement if jwu plan to im 



guarantee you so many mmutcs, 
hours, or days of warning time. 
An enemy utimatum might set 
a deadine; enemy bombers could 
be tracked while hours away; 
but enemy missiles could arrive 
unannounced. 

However, even the briefest 
wamif^ you might get by radio 
or sirens would give you the 
precious, life-saving time to act. 

The two public warning signals 
are: 

A 3 to 5-minute Steady Tone, 
meaning, turn on >^ur radio for 
directwns from local authorities. 

A 3-minute Warning Tone or 
Short Blasts, meaning take cover 
immediately. 

If You rfiould receive warning 
of an attack but do not have a 
plan of action — ^no shelter to go 
to, for example — your first ac- 
tions should be to guard against 
the hazards of iires set by die 
heat of a nuclear explosion. Get 
rid of such quick burning things 
as oily rags, curtains, and lamp- 
shades. Get rid of old newspapers 
and magazines, or stack them in

BEEF BULLS IMPORTANT 
FACTOR IN CALF 
PRODUCTION 

Satisfied with the profits you 
are making on feeder calves this 
year? 

Now — at market season for 
calves — is a good time to tally 
UD your beef production sheet. 
Whether or not you are making 
a net profit or a net loss de- 
pends on many factors. Oper- 
ating overhead is a major factor, 
and is increasingly hard to cut 
Hown. With high operating costs 
it is important to produce more 
.pounds of high quality feeder 
calf from each cow in the herd. 
Management plays a big part, 
but many producers overlook 
the fact that the herd bull alone 
can make a tremendous differ- 
ence in the weaning weight and 
grade of calves. 

In the Virginia performance 
testing program — better known 
as BCIA — weaning weights 
within a single herd have varied 
as much as 100 pounds between 
calves of the same age. Grades 
may vary as much as two full 
grades on calves of the same 
crop. In nu)st cases where more 
ttian one bull is used in the herd, 
toe great differences in weaning 
weight and grade can be at- 
tributed to the bull which sires 
the calves. 

Bull selection must not be a 
haphazard thing. We must select 
herd bull pr(^)ects using all 
the available information. 

It is probably best to select a 
bull that has made an outstand- 
ing reconi on a post-weaning 
test, on(» Imlls which gain well 
thein^^s uaiaBy sire &8t- 



BULL FEEDING TEST 
IS NOW UNDERWAY 

The fourth annual winter 
Beef Cattle Improvement Assn. 
record - of - performance bull- 
feeding test is underway at Cul- 
peper. 

Ninety bulls have been on 
full feed since October and will 
complete the 140 day feed test 
on February 25. All bulls which 
make the required gain and are 
Aioice or fancy in grade will be 
sold at auction March 15. 

There are 43 Herefbrds, 43 
Angus, and 4 Shorthorn bulls 
in the test. 

Each has already met or sut: 
passed a rigid set of require- 
ments to become eligible for the 
test. Only fancy and choice bulls 
from 7 to 14 months of age 
were accepted. Growth require- 
ments were set at 1.85 pounds 
adjusted average daily gain for 
non-creep-fed calves, and 1.95 
for those that were creep-fed. 

The purpose of the test and 
sale is to seek out top bulls from 
performance tested herds and 
make them available to other 
breeders. 

Feed tiesting is a qukk method 
of determining a young bull's 
potential. A significant part of 
the guess work in bull selection 
can Be removed by such teats. 

The bulls are fed in lots of 
from 15 to 20. They are given no 
shelter except a small area of 
woodland. Feed bunkers are 
keot filled at all times with a 
bulky ration combining crushed 
ear corn, protein supplement, 
hay and qiolasses. The ration is 
about 60 percent concentrates 
and 40 percent roughage, and 
will analyze about 12 percent 
protein. Bulls make maximum 
growth on this feed without 
getting too fat.

With Children's Book Week 
just past, Christmas soon to 
come and the anniversary of 
Dr. Seuss' first book upon us, 
it's not a bad time to thiak abogt 
books for duldi^n. 

There iai't a "safer" ^ft, or 
one nK)re likely to be remem- 
bered. After all, you havent 
forgotten Peter Pan, or Winnie 
The Pooh, and you may even 
remember the maiden aunt who 
gave you a copy of Robinson 
Crusoe thirty-odd Christmases 
ago. 

Children's dooks present one 
of the more exciting views of 
the publishing world this year 
— with some really creative and 
imaginative books for children 
on the market. 

Dr. Seuss as usual is in the 
forefront of the best-selling 
children's books. Next to Dr. 
Spock he is probably the most 
read "doctor" today. It was 25 
years ago i that he published his 
first boek, "And To Think That 
I Saw It, on Mulberry Street." 
(That hook sMU sells 15,000 
(M)pws a yMf.) Suee then have 
fxaam many little classics, like 
'^TM KinTs Stilts," "Hortott 
Hatcl^ An Ea." UM) 'The five 
Hundred Hats of Bartholomew 
CuJiMns." 

b 1^7, Dr. Seuss (he's really 
Theodore S. Geisel) starM a 
small revolution in children's 
books with "The Cat in 1%c 
Hat." That book was geared to 
the beginning reader and pro- 
vided a delightful rhymned 
story for the child with a very 
limited reading vocabulary. 

Geisel is now president of 
Random House Beginner Books 
and that divisicm has brou^t 
out a series of books with vo- 
cabularies limited to 75,100 or 
150 words. It's amazing how in- 
teresting some of them are. 
"Go, Dog Go," by P. D. East- 
man, "Ten Apples on Top," by 
Theo. LeSieg (spell it backwaixl) 
and "Snow" -by Roy McKie and 
P. D. Eastman, are three of the 
best of them. 

Children's foreign language 
books are another relatively 
new trend in children's books. 
Many are written in English as 
well as the second language. 

"Mabel the Whale," by Pa- 
tricia King, principal of Shelton 
Park Elementary School, is one 
of the FoUett Easy-To-Read 
Books and is also available in 
French. 

"Our Friends in France" and 
"Our Friends in Spairt" (pub- 
lished by Sloane) are clear, well- 
illustrated attempts to teach 
simple phrases in a foreign 
language. 

It would be impossible in a 
short article to even scratch the 
surface of this year's crop of 
children's books— so here are a 
list of a few books that ap- 
pealed to this reporter. There 
are many, many others, and 
there are also many new edi- 
tions of old classics availabte 
for Christmas giving. 

YOU READ TO ME, I'LL

Ahother new fashion has de- 
veloped, more so with American 
women — the "pill>takers." 

Young American women are 
pill-prone says Dr. Helene B. 
Traussig, well-known professor 
of pediatrics at Johns Hopkins 
University. Dr. TauaMg is one of 
the leading medical spokesmen 
who today warn young women 
that they must realize their 
unique responsibility for Xym 
lives. Along with many of her 
associates, she scolds women of 
childbearing age, hoping to make 
them see the traps that lie in 
wait if they do not recognize 
potential drug dangers. As a 
scientist who has devoted her 
career to the study of heart mal- 
formations in children (she is 
the co-inventor of the famous 
blue-baby operation for infants 
with heart defects), Dr. Traussig 
particularly decries women's 
tendency to "backyard" diag- 
nosing. Here I have just the 
thing,", a mother advises her 
tired, irriUble daughter who is 
feeling out of sorts. 'Take this. 
You'll get a good nights sleep." 
Dr. Traussig recalls two heart- 
brealdng cams like this in the 
United States. In each, the pill^ 
were thalidomide (bouf^t in 
Europe), the daughters were 
pregnant and their babies were 
born monstrously deformed. 

While a man can nurture, or 
cavalierly mistreat his health as 
he chooses, for women it's an- 
other s^ory. 

Why are women so casual 
about drugs? I've been called old 
fashioned because I don't know 
about the newest model wonder 
piH. 

Even the single young woman 
does herself and future family 
a disservice to ignore the poten- 
tial danger of drugs. If she de- 
velops a habit of taking, say, 
sleeping pills or tranquilizers, 
and comes to rely on them, the 
day may come when she risks 
damage to her own baby by way 
of involuntary <lrug transfer. 
One of the most startling if ex- 
treme examples of this occurs 
in the woman who becomes a 
narcotics addict. Her child, ac- 
customed to receiving dope, is 
born with accute withdrawal 
symptoms that can include con- 
vulsions, severe vomiting and 
often— death. 

Well — does this not scare 
you? It does me, so please be 
more careful with taking drugi.

but is nearing completion. 

Until her school opens, the 
small, vivacious Mrs. Bridges 
shiures principal offices with 
Mrs. Mabel Church at Plaza Ele- 
mentary School. The Plaza chil- 
dren attend school during the 
morning; tlK Malibu students in 
the afternoon. Though this ar- 
rangement could have produced 
nuiny problems, the congenial- 
ity and cooperation of the two 
principals has made it a smooth* 
running operation. 

Mrs. Bridges has some, very 
definite ideas about how she 
will set up her problem-preven- 
tion program at Malibu. 

Reading, or the inability to

"If a fourth grade student is 
capable only of reading third 
grade material," she said, "then 
his teacher should see that he 
reads at this level until he is 
rrady for more advanced ma- 
terial.

Her background as a social 
worker and visiting teacher, has

As visiting 
teacher, Mrs. Bridges visited 
sick children in the homes and 
assigned a tutor to them, worked 
with mentally retarded children, 
ai^ Krved as a laiton between 
teacher-child-and-parents when 
lit was necessary. 

"There -mA a great deal of 
public relations asMciated'with 
the ]bb just as tlwre'is with the 
position of prindpal," she com- 
mented. 

Mrs. Bridges is roafried to 
landKape architect B. H. Bridges 
Jr. and they live at 8706 Ocean 
Front.

In most areas, postal patrons 
will find that a supply of these 
will be left in their mail box, 
or they may be had from car- 
riers or local post offices for 
the asking. 

And — just as an additional 
peace-of-mind safeguard about 
parcels this Christmas — the 
Postmaster General urges you 
to insure them. 

He noted that — despite the 
Depirtment's efforts over many 
years to promote good packag- 
ing and addressing — the Postal 
Service each year has been un- 
able to deliver, or return, about 
half a million parcels, including 
many lost because of poor pack- 
aging or Incorrect addressing. 

"It always mystifiesi us," Mr. 
Day observed, "why a person 
will spend a lot of time and 
money to select and buy a gift, 
and then will take about 10 sec- 
onds to package it and even less 
time to address it." 

Another situation that dis- 
courages veteran postal em- 
ployees is that when they finally 
manage to decipher an address 
on a parcel — they find it is com- 
pletely erroneous — addressed to 
the wrong street or sometimes 
even to the wrong city and 
wrong state. 

Once a local post office has 
exhausted all efforts to make 
delivery or return a parcel, and. 
has held it unclaimed for the 
standaiNJ 90 days, the parcel is 
usually lost for sender or in- 
tended recipient. 

Such parcels are disposed of 
by the Postal Service at auctions 
held at 15 major post offices 
over the nation. 

"Sensible mailing practices, 
including early shopping and 
mail deposit, make Christn^as 
so much better I can't ^e why 
everybody doesn't do it," the 
local postmaster commented.

How about discounting and 
discount stores? Hpw important 
are they in our shopping? Are 
they the answer to over-stretch- 
ed budgets? 

In some parts of the country 
and for some kinds of shopping, 
discount stores play a big part 
in the retail market. For in- 
stance, most medium or large 
sice cities now have at least one 
discount store. More likely, 
they are well ringed with them. 
In Virginia, discount stores 
came a little later than in some 
other areas, but spin most of 
our larger cities now have at 
least one. 

For some kinds of merchan- 
dise, they also play a big part 
in the market. Large amounts 
of clothing, furniture, home fur- 
nishings, hardware, and electri- 
cal appliances, for example, 
move through discount stores. 
Too, the part discount stores 
play is bigger than total sales. 
Other retail stores have to count 
prices, quality, and services of- 
fered by discount stores when 
they decide what and how they 
are going to sell. 

To date, discount stores play 
only a small part in food re- 
tailing. Country-wide we buy 
only two to three percent of our 
food in them. Yet, even here the 
part played is bigger than the 
sales. During the past two years, 
every time you got two grocers 
together for any length of time, 
they started talking about dis- 
count stores — would they ex- 
pand into food, and what effect 
would they have if they did go 
into foods? So, here too, dis- 
count stores play a part in the 
pricing, quality and services of- 
fered by the other retail stores. 

Right now it seems that dis- 
count stores will get more and 
more into the grocery business. 
How effective they will be and 
what influence they will have 
on your food budget remains to 
be seen. 

Are discount stores for you? 
No one can really answer that 
question but you. Here are a 
few thoughts you may keep In 
mind as you decide: 

Discounting is based on so- 
caUed "frill-less" selling. Build- 
ings are simple and cost little. 



Record Dividend

The same is true of stores fix- 
tures. The stores mainly stock 
fast moving items and let other 
stores handle speciality items; 
they are largely self-service; 
they perform few services like 
repairs, credit and delivery. 
These are the basis for their 
low cost. 

Too, there is as much differ- 
ence from one discount store to 
another as from one department 
or grocery store to another. 
Soffie try to build one image; 
others try to build another. 
Some stock mainly in one qual- 
ity and price range; others 
stock in another range. 

You often must choose among 
discount stores just as you 
would among department stores, 
grocery stores and dress shops. 

Right now, it appears that 
discounting, at least in some 
things, is for a lot of us. We buy 
in them; we go back to them. 
The number of discount stores 
is growing rapidly. They will be 
with us for quite a while.

IS YOUR STAFP RSALLY 
SERVICE • MINDEDt 

In last w^k's article entitled 
"Are You Really Service- 
Minded?" I talked about thin^ 
that the employer can do so 
that he may be of greater serv- 
ice to the community. The en- 
tire article was devoted to be- 
ing wrvice-minded as a budness 
manager. This week's column 
will be devoted to what the em- 
ployees can do to promote bet- 
ter service. 

One of the best alftes of any 
small firm can be an attitude 
that may bewailed "service- 
mindedness." That means ren- 
dering service to your custom- 
ers going beyond the mere act 
of selling. 

It is not enough, however, 
that you, the boss, be service- 
minded. You have to instill that 
same spirit of true service in 
your employees. After all, in 
many cases — ance you can't al- 
ways wait on customers your- 
self, or even be on the floor all 
of the time — ^the employee rep- 
resents the store in thp eyes of 
the customers. His attitude will 
be interpreted as the store's 
attitude. 

As the boss of a small store 
there are certain "things to do" 
that you can call to the attention 
of your sales people: Among 
them are: Speak clearly; talk — 
but not too much; know your 
merchandise; look and listen; 
be neat, be clean; be helpftiL 
All of this is part of the idea 
of service-mindedness. 

The customer was angry. He 
had every right to be. He had 
gone into the small haberdash- 
ery near where he lived ("I like 
trading in my own area," he was 
fond of saying), had asked to see 
ia shirt in his size. The sales- 
man, sour-faced and word-chary, 
had tossed a couple of shirts on 
the counter, had looted on in 
bored ftishion. while thft custom- 
er tried to make up his mind. 



He did not offer to be ^, serv- 
ice; he simply stood by, grim 
and indifferent. 

As you have gue^d already, 
the customer finally walked out 
without making a purcba^. 
Once outdde he told bis v^e 
just how he felt. "Al KUm (the 
owner) has seen the last of me," 
he stormed; "he just doesn't 
know how to run a business." 

The Owner's Task. TTie cus- 
tomer was justified in his ire. 
After all, wasn't it his money 
that was to be spent at Al 
Kline's? And he made — quite 
naturally — an assumption: The 
small store owner was as indif- 
ferent as his salesman. As it 
happens, this was an unjustified 
assumption. Al Kline is neither 
indifferent nor a bad budness- 
man. He simply overlooked one 
cardinal fact of business-and- 
consumer relations. It is thi^: 
To the customer, the employee 
with whom he comes in contact 
is the store. This is true in the 
case of small stores. 

One of the chief weapons in 
the small fhm owner's areenal 
is store personality — made up 
of several things: Hie overall 
all physical impression thegstore 
makes, the attitude of the own- 
er, dnd the service-mindedness 
(or lack of it) of store personnel. 
This is the owner's responsibil- 
ity. The store is his to run as he 
sees fit. And if neglected to im- 
bue his people with the idea and 
ideal of service - mindedness, 
he'll soon see a drop off in 
trade . . . and receipts.

He 
will also qualify for a price- 
support loan on his crop. Base 
acreages for each of the three 
grains will be combined into a 
total feed grain base for the 
farm, and the farmer may di- 
vert firom one or more of the 
feed grains represented in his 
total base. The minimum diver- 
sion will be 20 percent of the 
farm's .total feed grain base, and 
the maximum will be 50 percent 
or up to a total of 25 acres, 
whichever is higher, but not 
over the t6tal base for the farm. 
Advance payments will again 
be available at the time of sign- 
up. Final payments will be made 
after compliance has been de- 
termined.

FARM-CITY WEEK 

The farm and city are part- 
ners in progress. It is important 
that we come to a better under- 
standing of the role of trade 
and what it means to the eco- 
nomic future of Virginia's 
citizens. 

Risk and individual enter- 
prise are the characteristics of 
the U.S. economy, and profit is 
the main incentive. There are 
about 8 million businesses in 
this country. About half are 
' farms, but the figure also in- 
I eludes giant corporations, small 
I businesses, and professional per- 
jsons. 

I Society speaks through the 
I price system and determines 
i which goods and services it 
I wants — as well as those it can 
jdo without. Economic growth 
j occurs as the productivity of a 
business increases. 

Virginia farmers, by adopting 
modem technology such as the 
use of mechanical power instead 
of mimal power, have increased 
their productivity tremendously 
in the past 10-15 years. 

Tl^ business of farming in 
Virginia's rural areas contri- 
butes greatly to economic, 
growth through the purchase of 
production items as well as 
products of consumer goods. 
Rural areas also add to eco- 



umiIc gmmk in ti» ihnmng of 
labor by migration to other stg- 
ments of the MM»ioin^. Tlie 
transfer of workers frtfm rural 
areas is a sizeable mpital «)b- 
tribution to temm of tiM lur- 
ing, education and training 
made available to the non-farm 
sector of the economy. 

Both the farm and non-firm 
sectors can be proud of the fact 
that the industry of agi^ulture 
as well as business and indus- 
trial development have;, contri- 
buted generously to tl» growth 
of the most prosperous and pro- 
ductive nation in the world. 

Many city folks do not realize 
the importance of exports to the 
Virginia fanner In 1961, the 
U.S. shipped abroad one-sixth 
of all crops harvested. Virginia's 
share of agricultural exports 
amounted to over 63 million dol- 
lars. About 16 million dollars 
cash income came from exports 
to Common Market countries in 
1961. Thirty per cent of all Vir- 
ginia workers are employed in 
establishments which have ex- 
ports in excess of $25,000 an- 
nually, and Virginia ranks fif- 
teenth in the nation in the value 
of manufactured exports.

HARDWARE DISEASE 
CAUSES HEAVY LOSSES 

A diet of nails and wire may 
seem odd. But lots of animals 
seem attracted to it — to the dis- 
may of their owners. 

"Hardware disease," more sci- 
entifically dubbed "traumatic 
gastritis," causes losses of more 
than a million dollars a year to 
livestock producers. 

The problem is most common 
among cattle, especially dairy 
cattle. Sheep, and goats, being 
ruminants, are also subject to 
this problem. Cattle, sheep, and 
goats do little chewing of feed 
while eating. The food is swal- 
lowed or gulped to be chewed 
later as cud. Small foreign ob- 
jects may pass un-noticed into 
the stomach. 

Because of their weight, metal 
objects settle to the bottom of 
the animal's stomach. Then the 
sharp bits of metal — nails, 
pieces of wire, wire staples — 
may work their way through the 
stomach wall. This may cause 
only a temporary digestive up- 
set if the metal becomes im- 
bedded in the stomach wall and

It may boM 
its back arched and walk in a 
stiff manner. Theae symptons 
may also occur in oUver dlseaMS. 
For this reason, a veterimrian 
shcMild be called to (Mi|pu»t ami 
oegm treatment as $ofm at pos- 
sible. 

Bits of metal can tte removed 
surgically, but many veterin- 
arians are usi^ po««rftil mi^- 
netic devices which may be tU 
fective in the eariy stages. In 
some eases' the mag|iet is run 
down the animal's throat, into 
the reticulum where it may p'ek 
up the metal objects. This is at 
times not succeraful, and more 
often ^the magnet is left in the 
ttomach, where it attracts and

VIRGINIA BEACH — This 
resort held its breath for a few 
hours Tuesday in fear that an- 
other March 7 storm might hit 
the coastline as gales of over 
60 miles per hour whipped the 
Atlantic Ocean against the sea- 
shore.

By Tues- 
d^ morning the oc«|n had bat- 
ted the recently restored c«m- 
Crete b^rdwalk and had un- 
dermined one 4-slab section at 
20th Street. Although the slabs 
were cracked there was ho 
break-through. 

Much of the sand replen- 
ished by the Army Corps of 
Engineere after the March 
storm was washed away. The 
replishment program had only 
bosn completed this i^Hmth at 
a cost nearing $1 million. 

However, city officials were 
optimistic Wednesday that the 
sand may be washed back be- 
fore the ocean subsides to nor- 
mal. 

The Civil Defense maintained 
a 24-hour watch Tuesday and 
took many precautionary meas- 
ures to protect Virginia Beach 
from damages such as it suf- 
fered earlier this year.

African Cheetah 
In Auto Race 

CHARLOTTE, N.C.— It is, to 
say the least, the most unusual 
twist yet in the long ^d color- 
ful history of automobile racing. 

An animal, of all things, will 
place Charlotte Motor Speed- 
way's fourth annual World 600 
race next May 26. 

An African cheetah, the 
world's fastest land animal and 
a leopard-like creature that'll 
produce "catpower" sufficient 
to reach 70 miles per hour, will 
lead the pack of 44 late model 
stock sedans on the initial lap 
of the 600-mile race. 

A tame (say speedway offi- 
cials) cheetah, three feet high

It should be 
taken by all 4-H members who 
want to get acquainted with our 
forests as well as those who plan 
to take other forestry projects. 
By taking this project you will 
learn what a forest is, the value 
of forests to all of us, some of 
the forest enemies. You will 
also learn how to identify the 
common trees in your local com- 
munity. 

Objoctivfs of Projoct 

The objective' of this project 
is to enable club members to 
learn what a forest is, the im- 
portance of the forests to man, 
and to learn to identify some 
forest trees. This is the first in 
a series of forestry projects and 
should be taken by all who in- 
tend to carry other forestry 
projects. It is designed to be 
taken by urban as well as rural 
4-H members. 

Requiromonts 

Take at least one trip to a 
forest to learn how forest trees 
differ from shade trees. Notice 
the difference in soil, ground 
cover and the kind of plants 
growing under forest trees. 
Compare with the soil and cov- 
er under a tree growii^ in the 
open. 

Learn to identify by sight at 
least 10 species of trees in your 
neighborhood. 

Collect leaves from at least 10 
species of trees, press and 
mount in a notebook or make 
leaf prints of 10 species of trees 
and make into a notebook. Use 
a separate page for each leaf or 
leaf print. Label each specimen 
with the name of the tree from 
which it was taken. 

Take the VPI Tree Identifica- 
tion Contest or one prepared 
by your 4-H Leader. 

Complete all items in your 4- 
H project notebook. 

Display or exhibit your pro- 
ject notebook and the collection 
you have made at your county 
fair, during 4-H Achievement 
Day, or at some special func 
ti,on. 

Awards 

Club members who have com- 
pleted this project may compete 
with* other club members for a 
county forestry award.

Beach Church 
Breaks Ground 

VIRGINIA BEACH — Fh^ 
Colonial Baptist Church of Vir- 
ginia Beach observed ground- 
breaking ceremonies last week 
as the pastor. Rev. George T. 
Stallings. turned the first spade 
of earth for the foundation of 
the new building. 

The building, first of the mas- 
ter plan, will contain over 9,000 
feet of floor space, composing 
an education unit, offices, and 
temporary sanctuary. Located 
on Route 615 Wolfsnare Road, 
the new structure is being fi- 
nanced by the sale of $100,000 
of first revenue bonds. 

As the first spad« of sarth 
was turned, and a prayer of 
thanksgiving was given by Sol 
Wahrman, Chaimtan of the 
deaeoni^ the paster recalled 
that on this same site^many 
years ago, at this swne season 
of the year. Thanksgiving 
time, other worshippers gath- 
Med from alMig the Pungo 
K6g» and alM gave thanks. 
For hiitory riiows that the 
first Eastam Shore Chapel 
and a Preriiyterien meeting 
hmise stood. It Is believed 
that It was in tlw Eastern 
Shore Chapel, bul^ on this 
site about 1650, that Chriv 
tianity was Urtt propagated 
east of the Lynnhaven River. 
Present also, and taking part 
in the ground-breaking cere- 
monies were Rev. G. Edward 
Hughes, who brought greetings 
from the mother church, Lon- 
don Bridge Baptist'; Dr. John A. 
Brown, executive secretary of 
the Norfolk Baptist Association; 
Mr. A. J. Chewning, of the firm 
of architects, MacLane and 
Chewning, who drew the plans 
for the building; and Mr. John 
A. Fisk, the builder. 

The history of the church was 
reviewed by Mrs. H. L. Moir, 
who is president of the Wom- 
an's Missionary Union of the 
chttreJi4^rdwick Hatcher, of 
the ori^nal missions committee, 
and H. L. Moir, chairman of the 
boilding committee, also spoke. 

Excavations for the, founda- 
tion will begin immediately with 
plans for completion of the 
building in the spring. The 
building will be colmiial in style 
in keeping with the history of 
the property on which it is to 
be built. Atop the finished build- 
ing will be an old church bell, 
obtained from the Crooks Me- 
morial Methodist Church adjoin- 
ing the Yorktown battlefield. 

The church has remaining 
about $28,000 in bonds for sale. 
The bonds, paying 6% interest 
semi-annually, are underwritten 
by the Baptist Council, Inc., of 
Norfolk. Pwsons interested in 
investing should cont&ct Rev.

From the Paris Fair of 1672 
to the Seattle Fair of 1962, 
unusual food and drink have 
been a part of the fun. 

As people streamed through 
the gates of Seattle's Century 
Exposition, the refreshment 
stands and restaurants were 
alive with activity. At the Korea 
Restaurant, patrons struggled 
with the chop sticks. Over in the 
Hawaiian Village, people sam- 
pled Kona Coffee and sizzling 
steak-on-a-stick called teriyoki 
while the concession at Cc|>ep- 
hagen Square served up DaniA 
frankfurters on pumpen^Me 
buns.

in the gigantic "Food Circus" 
pavilion, intriguing ^eciaUies 
ten^ted happy, hungry visitors. 
Undoubtedly the most specta- 
cular dinner was in the revolv- 
ing restaui^i^ high atop the 
fair's towering Space Needle. 
There, a beautiful panoramic 
view was ser\«d with the food. 
For fair-goers in a hurry, 
hundreds of ghstening vending 
machines dispensed full meals. 
Or there were portable treats 
like Seattle's own "Space 
Needle" ice cream cones, ap- 
propriately shaped to match 
the symbolic six hundred foot 
skyscraper. 

Seattle followed along a glor- 
ious tradition. Delectable novel- 
ties in food and drink have al- 
ways been an exciting part of 
fairs. In 1672, visitors to the 
Fair of St. Ciermain in Paris 
buzzed excitedly about a dark 
new beverage called coffee, sold 
there pubUcly for the first Ume. 
A resourceful Armenian named 
Pascal (grated a coffee tent, 
with TurUsh waiters to peddle 
the coffee. 

In thne days, fairs were local 
or national events. The first 
v^rld's fair was held in 1851 
when England's Prince Albert 
f romotei the ->eiierm0Hsly sue 
oessM Gr^ ^dubition of Lon- 
ion. R^it fFop tiie sttrt, food 
concessions were an important 
part^ international expositions. 
JoNi We^y Hanson later ma^ 
veled tlat "9375,000 would not 
cov^ tte business done in 
supplying food at this first great 
wtmutioBal exhibition." That

A OUt^ CAFE IN PARIS 

01^ irarM's fairs quickly 
follownd, wM refreshment con- 
eessiou were a delightful part 
of ttem. M the Paris Exhibi- 
tion U 1M7, one (rf the m&it 
popular attractions was the 
Dutdi Cafe. Appareirtly, tt w«s 
not only the refreshments that 
drew customers to its tables. An 
issue of tiie Illustrated London 
News that year j^culated that 
part of the appeal was '^e 
young Dutch fraus attired in 
picturesque costumes, with cir- 
clets of gold round their heads 
and long earrings formed of 
string^ of coins." 

In 1873, the International Ex- 
hibition of London gave food 
very special attention. It offered 
"The School o£ Economical 
Cookery," where viritora were 
entertained with lectures and 
co(^ei7 demonstraticms, then 
invited to sample the results for 
a small fee. On one occasion, the 
school was honored by a visit 
from Her Majesty, Queen Vic- 
toria. W0T the Queen's edifica- 
tion, an omelette aux fines 
herbes was prepared oveir a gas 
stove. Botii omelet and cooking 
e^i^wment were considered 
no^ies and the onwlette, ac- 
coi^fdished in four minutes, 
won unqualified qu€«nly ap- 
proval. 

Three years later, Philadel- 
phia's Centennial Exposition was 
a ^rldwide topic of conversa- 
tion was a worldwide topic of 
conversation. Its Women's Build- 
ing attested to women's growing 
creative recognition and tl^ 
Women's Centennial Committee 
undertook to compile "The Na- 
tional Cookery Book" as a last- 
ing memento of the fair and the 
couirtry's cuUnary heritage. 

Like previous fairs, the Cen- 
tennial was dotted with im- 
pressive structures, none more 
exotic than the Turkish Pavil- 
ion, hi its coffee salon, visitors 
could sip coffee and rest their 
tired feet in an atmosphere of 
oriental splendor. 

One famous fair after another 
had its day and 1904 brought 
Hie Louisiana Purchase Expedi- 
tion, recalled now as the great 
St. Louis Fair. Machines and ap- 
pliances were the reigning mon- 
archs. Cooking equipment, such 
as a 2,IK)0-cup institutional cof- 
fee urn and a fabulous gas-and- 
coal stove, was cause for ad- 
miring comment in magazines. 
So were elegant buildings, es- 
pecially the magnificent Bra- 
zilian PaviUon with its live cof- 
fee trees and rich, dark coffee. 

■rtie St. Louis Fair distin- 
guished itself as the birth-pkice 
of the hamburger-in-a-bun. An- 
other American phenomenon, 
the ice ci^am cone, originated 
there at a concession on the 
"Pike," the fair's amusement 
section. At Constantinople-on- 
the-Pike, Ernest A. Hamwi's 
concession sold hot waffles 
-while a booth next door sold ice 
cream. Noting that people of- 
ten combined the waffles and 
ice cream, Mr. Hamwi suggested 
rolling the waffles into funnels 
and inserting ice cream in them. 
His idea was so successful that 
ice rt^am concessions all over 
the fair began buying waffles 
and selling ice cream "cormi- 
copias." We all know that was 
only the beguming! 

As the twenJeth centoiry 
progressed, brigfA new world's 
fairs opened in tther American 
cities. Each one managed to 
feed millions of iired, hungry 
viators. Today, the ice cream 
cone, the hamburger sandwich, 
the steaming cup of coffee, are 
all as much a part of a fair as 
the elaborate and costly exhi- 
bitions.

FARMING IS BIG TODAY 

The good outdoor life of 
fresh air and independence 
"down on the farm" can sound 
pretty appealing after a hard 
day at the office. But have you 
ever loolied into what's really 
involved? 

A Big Invottmont 

For one thing, it takes money, 
and lots of it, to own a farm 
these days, and it's getting 
harder all the time to "woric 
your way up" in the farm busi- 
ness. The average farm today 
requires an investment of $42,- 
000 in land, buildings, and 
equipment. That's seven times 
what it cost in 1940. The aver- 
age return on the farmjei-'s in- 
vestment is less thaii.;:S%. 

Of the 3.8 million, iarmers in 
this country, many have more 
than $100,000 invested. 

It's a big business, farming — 
with assets of more than $200,- 
000,000,000 (that's 200 billion!) 
. . . equal to three-fourths of 
the value of the current assets 
of all the corporations in the 
United Stat^. 

The vast investment farmers 
are making of their time, skills, 
and money is good for our 
whole economy.

It takes an expert's know-how 
to survive the competition in 
agriculture today. 

The independent businessman 
who ru^ a farm must know his 
job thoroughly, combining the 
talents of scientists, skilled 
craftsman, and business man-

It's a tribute to the skill of 
American farmers that, using 
less than half the manpower and 
12 million fewer acres than they 
did in 1920, they're now able to 
produce nearly twice as much 
food and fiber for us and the 
rest of the world. 

Since 1940, the farmer's out- 
put per hour of work has 
tripled. -* 

There are fewer farms now, 
but they are larger, and produc- 
ing more. Average farm size 
increased from 215 acres in 
1950 to 302 acres a decade later. 

The mechanics of getting all 
the miUions of us fed and 
clothed calls for a gigantic pro- 
duction operation on the part of 
U.S. farmer?.

ers. Every year they spend 
around $42,000,000,000 to buy 
goods and services for farm 
production and family living. 

Fanners Pay Taxes. Like 
many other businessmen, farm- 
ers pay big taxes, sharing heavi- 
ly in the assessments that pro- 
vide us all with national defense 
and government services. In 
1960 their real estate taxes 
totaled $1.3 billion; income 
taxes amounted to $1V4 billion; 
sales taxes were $300 million. 

Food for tHe future is assured 
as today's farmers plan aheJid 
to conserve our national soil and 
water resources for the 260 
million population anticjoated 
in 1980. 

We're all getting big benefits 
from this big business. 

The farmer and his wife 
spent another $15 billion for the 
same vast variety of things that 
city people buy — hke TV sets, 
toothpaste, appendectomies, col- 
lege for kids, houses,, trips to 
Yellowstone Park. 

All of us, whether we work 
in a steel mill or teach school 
or sell groceries for a living, 
have a big stake in farm pros- 
perity. 

Buying In Big Antountt 

The American farmer buys a 
lot of just about everything, 
affecting most of our incomes 
in one way or another.

13 percent of the petroleum 
produced in the United States — 
more than any other single in- 
dustry; 

8 percent of the rubber — 
enough to have put tires on all 
the automobiles manufactured 
in this country last year; 

Twice as much steel as the 
railroad industry — about 5 mil- 
lion tons; 

More electricity than was used 
by the cities of Washington, 
D.e., Baltimore, Chicago, Bos- 
ton, Detroit, and Houston com- 
bined. 

TTiey buy more trucks and 
tractors than any other industry. 
And if you can picture a heap 
of 50 million tons of chemicals 
— that's how much agriculture 
uses every year. Farmers spread 
$1% billion worth of fertilizer 
and lime on their fields an-

Only 8 percent of Americans 
(about 15 million) actually live 
on farms tod^iy. But When you 
add them together with all their 
business partners in our econo- 
my — h.rrchants, bankers, truck- 
ers, processors, wholesalers — 
the "agricultural" population is 
far closer to 40 than 8 percent, 
of the nation. 

Forty perc"rt of our popula- 
tion is a !",t of customers. 
Whatever affcts their pocket- 
books shows up on the order 
ix>oks of every business. 
Stoady Buying Powor 

Farmers and their partners in 
agriculture will go right on be- 
ing good customers. 

Across the nation, it would be 
hard to find a more important 
customer than American agri- 
culture. 



THROUGH AGRICULTURE . . .

Have you ever seen scurvy

Jones, who plays th^ title 
role of Ensign O'Toole, actually 
spent four years in the Navy, 
but was never aboard ship. His 
landlocked naval experience is 
just one of several incongruities 
which mark his steadily rising 
career. 

He was "disK»vered" at 
Knott's Berry Farm, a Southern 
CaUfornia tourist mecca known 
for its homemade pies and fried 
chicken but not as a place to be 
found by talent scouts. Jones 
was appearing' in a melodrama, 
"The Streets of New York," 
when he was "discovered" by 
songwriter Vernon Duke, who 
was planning a new musical 
with Frank Loesser. The show 
never materialized but, through 
Loesser, Jones met MGM's 
musical producer, Arthur Freed. 
A screen test and contract re- 
sulted. 

"I wat tignod at a thigor," 
tayt Jonot, "but my firtt 
tcroon job wat to kitt Lotlio 
Caron. Than ono day thoy 
handod mo a Mript and laid, 
"Horo, you'ro going to play 
thit tcone tomorrow with 
Jamot Cagnoy. I thought 
they'd flipped. 'I'm a tingor, 
not an actor/ I wailod. But 
Cagnoy nurtod mo through 
the tcono and from then on 
tha partt grow." 

His picture credits include 
"Imitation General," "Torpedo 
Run," "Handle With Care," and 
"Never So Few." Jones left 
Hollywood in 1959 to star on 
Broadway with Jane Fonda in 
"There Was A Little Girt." He 
returned to Hollywood for TV 
appearahces, and then went to 
New York to star in the hit 
comedy, "Under theYum Yum 
Tree." Jones remained in New 
York until May, 1961, when the 
play closed. 

Jones was bom in Decatur, 
Ala., the only child of Andrew 
and Nolia Jones. His father was 
a traveling railroad man and 
Dean lived in many places as a 
boy including Washington, D.C., 
Nashville and Clinton, Tenn., 
and New Orleans. 

"It was in New Orleans that 
I really learned how to sing," 
says Jones. "I left home at 15 
to be a singer. A^d, after a suc- 
cession of jobs in which I loaded 
coal, cut timber, picked cotton 
and washed dishes, I finally 
landed an engagement singing 
for $3 a night and my dinner in 
a French Quarter nightclub." 

The club closed four months 
after Jones started, there, and he 
returned home to finish high 
school in Decatur, and spent a 
year at Asbury College, Ky., 
majoring in voice. Then he 



joined the Navy after this and 
was shipped to San Diego, 
where he was assigned as an 
airman in an outfit operating 
target drones for fleet gunnery 
practice. In his spare time,, he 

helped with entertainment pro- 
grams at the base and eventual* 
ly was transferred to Special 
Services where he produced and 
starred in a local Navy Tele- 
vision program, "Liberty Call" 

To augment h|s income, Jones 
returned to dishwashing and 
worked at a local restaurant. He 
made friends with the coclctail 
organist, who would let Jones 
sing a few numbers. Soon, he 
graduated from the kitcheii, and 
sang for $10 a night and a steak 
dinner. 

It was during this period that 
Jones met Mae Entwisle, who 
was then Miss San Diego. They 
rode together on the San Diego 
float in- Pasadena's Rose Parade. 
A few hours after the parade, 
they were married. They have 
two daughters, Carol Elizabeth 
and Deanna Mae. 

The handsome, hazel-eyed six- 
footer's love for life takes him 
fishing, water skiing, flying and 
on bicycle jaunts that sometimes 
exceed 50 miles. He also plays 
tennis, and enjoys tinkering 
with old cars which he fixes and 
then sells. Jones and his family 
live in Los Angeles.
